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WAR STATUS OF THE MILITIA. 

We have received numerous letters inquiring as to the 
law concerning the authority of the President to call the 
militia into the service. One correspondent says: “Iu 
the ‘Journal’ of March 5, ’98, on page 492, in the last 
part of the first paragraph of the article ‘Preparing for 
War’ is the statement, ‘He can call the militia into ser- 
vice and send them where he pleases, even to Cuba or 
to Spain,’ referring to the President. This must have 
been an oversight, as I believe it is generally, probably 
always, considered by Constitutional lawyers that the 
President cannot send the militia out of the United 
States, as they are strictly a home guard.” 

We have made no mistake. The control of the Presi- 
dent over the militia is absolute and unlimited in time of 
necessity, and as he is the sole judge of that necessity, 
there is practically no limit upon his discretion. In 
speaking of the militia, however, we refer to the National 
Militia and not to the National Guard. Most of the mem- 
bers of the National Guard are militiamen, and as such 
are subject individually to the orders of the President, 
issued in accordance with law, but the organizations of 
the Guard are not recognized by the Government as 
organizations. 

The Revised Statutes of the United States say: “Sec. 
1624. Whenever the United States are invaded or are in 
imminent danger of invasion, from any foreign nation or 
Indian tribe, or of rebellion against the authority of the 
Government of the United States, it shall be lawful for 
the President of the United States to call forth such 
number of the militia of the State or States, most con- 
venient to the place of danger, or scene of action, as he 
may deem necessary to repel such invasion, or to sup- 
press such rebellion, and to issue his orders, for that 
purpose, to such officers of the militia as he may think 
proper.” 

“The militia may be called out either by requisition 
upon, or orders to, the State executive, or by orders 
direct to any subordinate officer of militia.” (Story, 
Const., vol. ii., sec. 1212; Hudson v. Moore, 5 Wheaton, 
16.) 
During the war of 1812-15, and among many other 
pretexts resorted to by some of the States to embarrass 
the National Government, it was claimed that a State 
executive could decide whether or not a call for the mili- 
tia was justified by the existing circumstances. In the 
ease of Martin v. Mott, however, the Supreme Court 
of the United States has silenced such pretensions. 
Judge Story in delivering the opinion of the court in that 
case, says: “We are all of opinion that authority to 
decide whether the exigency has arisen belongs exclu- 
sively to the President, and that his decision is conciu- 
sive upon ali other persons. We think that this con- 
struction necessarily results from the nature of the 
power itself, and from the manifest object contemplated 
by this act of Congress. He (the President) is neces- 
sarily. constituted the judge of the exigency in the first 
instance, and is bound to act according to his belief of 
the facts. If he does so act, and decides to call forth 
the militia, his orders for this purpose are in strict con- 
formity with the provisions of the law; and it would 
seem to follow, as a necessary consequence, that every 
act done by a subordinate officer, in obedience to such 
orders, is equally justifiable.” 

Sec. 1643, Rev. Stat., provides that ‘When the militia 
of more than one State is called into the actual service 
of the United States by the President, he shall apportion 
them among such States according to representative pop- 
ulation.” It is further provided that the militia when 
called on to serve “shall be subject to the same Rules 
and Articles of War as the regular troops of the United 
States.” There is no restriction upon the authority of 
the President to order them where he pleases, when they 
are called outtorepelinvasion, except his own discretion. 
They are soldiers of the United States and subject to 
precisely the same authority in all respects as soldiers 
of the regular Army and they receive the same pay and 
allowance. 

After the militia has entered the service of the United 
States, the authority over it of the general Government 
became exclusive: “Over the National Militia, the State 
Governments never had, or could have, jurisdiction. 
None such is conferred by the Constitution of the United 
States; consequently none such can exist.’’ Courts mar- 
tial for the trial of its members must then be constituted 
under the Articles of War. (Houston v. Moore, 5 
Wheaton, 16-31; and Martin v. Mott, 12 Wheaton, 34- 
38.) 

Militia men, duly drafted, may be forced to the ren- 
dezvous and into military subjection. McCall’s case, 5 
Philadelphia, 259. 

In the war of 1812, the Constitutional scruples of the 
militia men as to the power of the President to order 
them out of the United States, led to their refusing to 
march across the Canada line to the aid of the regulars, 
when the latter were seriously engaged with the enemy, 
and thus a well-planned enterprise failed, with serious 
loss to the American forces. In Martin v. Mott, 12 
Wheaton, 19, cited above, a question arose as to whether 
the President had authority to call out the militia in 
a particular exigency. A drafted militiaman had re- 
fused to be mustered into service of the United States 
because, as he alleged, the President had made the order 
in a case not contemplated by the act of Congress under 
which he professed to act. The Supreme Court held 
“that the authority to decide whether the exigency had 
arisen belongs exclusively to the President, and that his 
decision is conclusive upon all other persons.” 

The Albany “Argus” incorrectly says: “The militia 
or drafted men can only be required to do service within 
the limits of the United States, that is, to execute the 
laws, suppress insurrection, or to repel invasions. The 


regular Army and the volunteers may be sent to invade 
an enemy’s evuntry, but the function of the militia is 
not to invade but to repel invasion.” 

The militia cannot be called out except to repel in- 
vasion or to suppress insurrection, but being called into 
the service of the United States their rights as free citi- 
zens are terminated and they are as completely subject 
to orders as the regular troops and exposed to the same 
penalties for disobedience of orders. The one controlling 
necessity in repelling an invasion is to defeat and de- 
stroy the enemy. Who is to decide what this requires; 
the Commander-in-Chief, with the officers acting under 
his orders, or some militiaman who wants to go home? 
It is a military question and cannot be determined by 
hair splitting logic. Let the decision of the President 
be what it may there is no power anywhere to review it. 
Such statements as that appearing in the “Argus” are 
based upon an utter misconception of the nature and 
scope of military authority. That requires every man 
under military orders to obey first and question after- 
wards. Whatever rights he may have he cannot enforce 
them by disobedience to orders. When the militiaman 
is ordered out to repel invasion, if the President tells 
him to go to Cuba or to Spain, go he will. It is not at 
all probable that he will be sent out of the country, but 
his wishes or his opinions in the matter will not be con- 
sulted. The rule that prevails with those subject to 
military discipline is the one the late Col. D’Utassy, of the 
Volunteer service found prevailing at Sing Sing where 
he was sent for swindling. When he was introduced to 
the keeper he told him with a flourishing bow, and in 
his best manner: “I am the Hungarian nobleman, 
D’Utassy. I speak five languages,” etc., etc. To which 
the keeper replied: “‘We don’t talk but one language here 
and we want d—— little of that.” There is but one lan- 
guage talked among soldiers, and that is the language of 
obedience to orders. 

In the leading case of Houston v. Moore, the Supreme 
Court decided that ““The President’s orders may be given 
to the chief executive magistrate of the State, or to any 
militia officer he may think proper.” It also held that 
the Secretary of War may issue the necessary orders 
as the organ of the Executive, and his act is the act of 
the President. It further held that the National Guard 
cannot be legally called out as such, except through the 
Fovernor who, in the case of a call, may call them out 
as a part of the quota of his State. At the same time 
it would appear that individual members of the National 
Guard organizations between 18 and 45 are subject to 
the call of the President, as a part of the National Mili 
tia over which he has control. But these questions are 
theoretical -rather than practical, for it is not at all likely 
that the President would seek to force the inclination of 
National Guardsmen, so far as concerns calling them 
into the service of the United States. Volunteers are too 
readily obtained in this country to admit of any necessity 
for compulsory service. 

But once in the service, militiamen, whether of the 
National Guard or not, become soldiers of the United 
States, and are as completely under the control of the 
military authorities as the soldiers of the regular Army. 
There can be, and should be, no restriction upon the 
right of these authorities as representing the President, 
to determine what is required to repel invasion. Armies 
are not governed in their movements by geographical 
lines. The territory of the enemy, even though it be 
across the sea, may become equally with our own a part 
of the line of operations required for defense. The Mili- 
tia bill now before Congress, which is given elsewhere in 
this number, expressly provides that militiamen “shall 
serve wherever ordered, within or without the territory 
of the United States.”’ This is not new law, but it is a 
clear statement of existing law as defined by the Courts. 
As the law is now, the militia are subject to the juris- 
diction of military law as soon as they are called into 
the service of the United States. It is not required that 
they should be mustered in to give the military author- 
ities of the United States control over them.

OUR PREPARATIONS FOR WAR. 


The system of coast defense which has been mapped 
out for the United States is surely formidable enough, 
but unfortunately it is not quite as near a state of per- 
fection as could be desired in case of actual hostilities 
with a powerful enemy. There is enough done, however, 
to make a respectable showing in case of a war with 
Spain. During the last ten years about $40,000,000 has 
been spent on seacoast fortifications, armament, torpe- 
does, and their equipment, and still much remains to be 
done, as our Atlantic coast line is enormous in extent 
and requires a vast amount of attention to fully pre- 
pare it for a foreign foe. 

Emplacements for high-power guns are either finished 
or nearly so at the following points: Portland Head 
and Great Diamond Island, Portland, ~“Me.; Fort Con- 
stitution, Portsmouth, N. H.; Grover’s Cliff, Paddocks 
Island, Long Island Head, Boston Harbor; Dutch Isl- 
and, Narragansett Bay, Great Gull and Plum Islands, 
eastern entrance, Long Island Sound; Fort Hancock, 
New York Harbor; Finn’s Point, approach to Phila- 
delphia; North, and Hawkins’s Point, approach to 
Baltimore; Fort Washington and Sheridan Point, ap- 
proach to Washington, D. C.; Fort Caswell, Wilmington, 
N. C.; Fort Moultrie, 8S. C.; Tybee Island, Savannah; 
Fort Morgan, Mobile, Ala.; Fort St. Philip, New Or- 
leans; Fort Point, Galveston, Texas; Ballast Point, San 
Diego, Cal.; Fort Baker, San Francisco Harbor; Mar- 
rowstone Head, Puget Sound. Guns are in position at 
Fort Hancock, N. Y. Harbor; Portland Head, Me.; 
Grover’s Cliff, Boston; the approaches to Philadelphia 
and Washington, Fort Caswell, Charleston, Mobile, and 





Galveston Harbors. At Fort Hancock, Sandy Hook, 
there are mounted two 15-inch and one 8-inch pneumatic 
dynamite guns, two 12-inch and 4 10-inch rifles, and a 
mortar battery of sixteen 12-inch mortars. 

At the western end of the harbor, Forts Hamilton and 
Wadsworth, guarding the Narrows, are amply provided 
with 8 and 10-inch rifles and mortars, as also are Fort 
Schuyler, Willets Point and Fort Slocum, guarding the 
approaches to the eastern entrance of the harbor. Sub- 
marine mines are to be relied upon in a great measure 
to keep hostile ships out of New York Harbor, or at 
least greatly retard their advance, and give the artillery 
men a chance to effectively serve their guns. In this 
connection it is well to show the weakness of the Long 
Island southern coast, which is in the main unprotected, 
and would serve as an excellent landing place for 4 
foreign enemy, who might gain decisive advantages if 
steps were not taken to oppose him. In view of the ex- 
tent of this Long Island coast line, a large number of 
men would be required for this patrol duty and it is here 
that the National Guard of New York might be utilized, 
These, numbering about 13,000, might be mobilized in 
two days in and around New York City and soon be in 
readiness for active work. 

New York State troops are among the model forces 
of the citizen soldiers in the country. They are the 
largest, in number, are among the best drilled and dis- 
ciplined and are well equipped. The force numbers at 
present one-half that of the regular Army of the United 
States. It is easily seen that such a force could be very 
effective in patrolling the Long Island coast and doing 
duty necessary in helping defend all approaches to New 
York City direct and indirect. Infantry would be of 
great use in case of hostilities by serving in and about 
seacoast defenses, doing sentinel and police duty and al- 
lowing the trained artillerymen to give their entire at- 
tention to serving the high-power guns. In this manner 
the maximum efficiency would be obtained from the ar- 
tillery. That is, as regards defense. 

In offensive operations in Cuba, the infantry would be 
the active force and would bear the brunt of the fighting. 
The present force available is inadequate and must be 
expanded before campaigning begins. This shows thie 
urgent need of the immediate passage by Congress of thie 
regular infantry reorganization bill, and the National 
Militia bill, introduced by Senator Hawley. Both should 
pass without opposition, as not until they become laws 
will our troops be on a proper basis. Immediately after a 
declaration of hostilities, all available troops would be 
ordered by the President to concentrate on the Atlantic 
coast and probably a portion would be transported to 
Cuba to aid the insurgents who would redouble their 
activity. 

Be that as it may, we must attend to our defense first 
and then we may become aggressive. Well fortified and 
well defended coast defenses with the co-operation of 
the infantry can surely keep out hostile ships and pre- 
vent landing by the enemy. Large battleships and cruis- 
ers cannot and do not run by forts well armed and 
served. Let us pay close attention to this fact. Spain 
would have difficulty in coaling if she were at war with 
the United States. Porto Rico, which could soon be 
untenable, is a possible base of supplies. A battleship 
without coal is useless and Spain has been obtaining 
most of her coal for Havana from the United States. 
An instance in point is the Vizeaya, which received a 
supply of coal in New York City after her trip from 
Spain. 

The only formidable seacoast fortifications Spain pos- 
sesses in Cuba are in Havana. These are the defensive 
works at Playa del Chiso, which mount two 12-inch 
rifles. The Santa Clara battery mounting four 8-inch 
and three 10-inch modern guns. 

In a lecture delivered before the U. 8S. Naval War Col- 
lege in November, 1887, Gen. Henry L. Abbot, of the 
Engineers, expressed the opinion that in the case of an 
attack by a modern fleet upon a seacoast fortress of the 
first class we should be prepared to meet the largest 
calibers carried by vessels that can enter the channel; 
that from five to ten ships carrying from thirty to 
sixty guns of 6-inch caliber and upwards should be es- 
timated for each mile of the line of battle; the charac- 
ter of the approaches determining the precise number; 
that the attack will be made at anchor, or at least 
from fixed buoys, in order to increase the precision of 
fire, and that the attack will be made at as close quar- 
ters as possible. The land armament should consist of at 
least half as many guns as those mounted on the at- 
tacking vessels and equal or superior to them in caliber. 
The vessels should be prevented by submarine mines 
from approaching within less than 1,000 yards. Our land 
batteries should be so placed as to mutually support 
each other so as to avoid exposing any one to the risk of 
concentrated fire. This forbids the use of isolated tur- 
rets. 

The defense should be aggressive as well as passive 
as a purely passive defense on land or sea is seldom suc- 
cessful. Hence the value of monitor vessels as part of 
a system of coast defense and the use of diregable tor- 
pedoes operated from the shore. To make their fire ef- 
fective, ships must approach to a two-mile range. Some 
vessels require a mile in which to maneuver with safet’ 
to their consorts and men-of-war cannot be expected to 
deploy more than five or ten to a mile, according to the 
difficulties of the channel. At Charleston, the monitors 
under Adml. Dupont, which were much smaller than 
the vessels of to-day, deployed at intervals of “‘one cable 
length,” or eight to a mile. 

Gen. Abbot says: “It must not be forgotten that the 
risk of injury when struck by an effective modern pro 
jectile is far greater for the ship than the land battery. 
The latter may be disfigured by huge craters in the 
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parapet, a few men may be killed,.and a'few guns may 
ve dismounted, but so long as the magazines are sécure 
no overwhelming disaster is to be feared.” Phi tegs 

The steam lighter Caroline left Willets Point, March 
11, with 25 drums of torpedo cable consigned to Bar 
Harbor, where Lieut. WeKinstry is in charge of the tor- 
pedo work. Recent orders received here call for. 140 
drums of cable to be sent to various points in the South 
where torpedoes are to be laid, and a force of engineer 
soldiers is kept busy all day and sometimes until late 
in the night preparing for shipment cable, shackles, 
plugs, switchboxes, mooring rope, storage batteries and 
500 and 1,000-pound anchors. 
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OUR NEED OF NAVY ENGINEERS. 

Secretary Long this week transmitted this letter to 
Chairman Boutelle of the House Naval Committee: 
“The Engineer-in-Chief, Commo. Melville, has presented 
me with the accompanying statement, showing the ab- 
solute necessity of more Engineer officers, especially in 
case of any emergency.. The matter was treated in his 
annual report and also urged upon. the attention of 
Congress in the annual report of the Secretary of the 
Navy. As the Engineer-in-Chief says the number of 
Engineer officers now attached to the various vessels in 
mmission is barely enough to admit of the perform- 
ance of their duty in time of peace, and wholly imade- 
quate in time of war, when increased vigilance and con- 
stant presence of officers on duty in charge of the ma- 
chinery will become imperative. Will you permit me to 
commend his suggestions to yout favorable considera- 
‘ion and ask you to give him an opportunity to lay the 
matter before you?” Commo. Melville’s letter was as 
follows: 

“In view of the fact that preparations are being made 
to put the Navy on a war basis, I have to call your at- 
tention to the fact that the number of Pngineer officers 
now attached to the various vessels in commission is 
barely enough to admit of the ‘ormance of their du- 
‘ies in time of peace, and is wholly inadequate for con- 
ditions of war when increased vigilance, and the con- 
stant presence of an officer on duty in charge of the 
machinery would become imperative. The present 
strength of the Engineer Corps, 176 commissioned offi- 
cers in all, makes it impossible to provide the neces- 
sury Officers even for those vessels now in commission, 
when actively engaged in war operations. This will be 
apparent from an inspection of table A appended, which 
shows the number of Engineer officers now attached to 
these vessels, and the least not required in time of war. 
Table B shows the vessels. now. under repairs and the 
number of Engineer officers necessary to efficiently man- 
age the machinery in the event of commissioning them 
for war service. An examination shows that 251 officers 
are needed to efficiently officer the vessels now in com- 
mission, and those which could be made ready for ser- 
vice in a short time. This exceeds the total number of 
Engineer officers in the service at the present time by 
75. 

“I consider it of the highest importance that immedi- 
ate steps be taken looking to an increase of the Engi- 
neer Corps. Without this increase I believe that the 
departments of machinery of ships now in commission, 
and those hereafter commissioned will be inefficient in 
war and that we would run the risk of disaster to these 
vessels with consequent disgrace to the country. I need 
hardly call attention to the fact that a modern war ves- 
sel whose machinery is inefficient is practically out of 
the race. In that eyent, she becomes nominally a float- 
ing but in reality a stationary fortress and the bravest 
officers in command of the battery can only await with 
calmness their destruction. We must have Engineers to 
command the enlisted men in the various machinery 
compartments who know their business, and who have 
such an esprit that they cannot be stampeded, so that 
we shall be sure of having competent leaders for en- 
listed men below the protective deck, however trying the 
conditions may have come upon them. 

“I would respectfully recommend: 

“First, that sufficient inducements be offered at once 
to former Engineer officers of the Navy, who have re- 
signed during the past 15 years to accept more lucra- 
tive positions in civil life and to return to the service 
for immediate assignment to cruising ships. In this way 
we would be enabled to secure from-30 to 40 trained En- 
gineer officers at once. 

“Second, that the course at the Naval Academy. for 
the first and second classes be immediately changed to 
make it more of an Engineering nature so that if nec- 
essary, these young men might be assigned to duty in 
connection with the machinery on graduation or before 
that time should the exigencies of the service demand 
it, 

“Third, that at least 50 graduates of the recognized 
technological schools of the United States, whose train- 
ing in mechanical engineering as determined by an ex- 
amination before a board of PEngineer officers, proves 
satisfactory, be commissioned in the lowest grade of 
the Engineer Corps for temporary service. 

“In ease the necessity of sending officers to the ves- 
sels now in commission arises, I am Jaane to recom- 
mend the detail of certain Engineer officers now on shore 
duty, whose detachment from present duties would be 
injurious to the public interests, but which I consider a 
lesser evil than allowing vessels liable to face the con- 
ditions of war, to remain shorthanded. 

“Shore duty. abandoned for the above mentioned nec- 
essity can be temporarily provided for by the detail 
of retired officers, as authorized by Section 1462, Re- 
vised Statutes, United States, and by the employment 
of skilled draftsmen and clerks, whose work would be 
supervised by regular Engineer officers.” 

Table A, accompanying this, shows that the Iowa, In- 
diana, Massachusetts, Oregon, Brooklyn, New . York, 
Texas, Olympia, Baltimore, San Francisco, Cincinnati, 
Marblehead, Bennington, Concord, Wilmington, Galena, 
and Nashville are each short two in the complement of 
Assistants or Passed Assistant Engineers, having three 
or four where they should have five or six. The Colum- 
bia, which should haye eight, has two; the Puritan, 
which should have four, has none. The Monterey, Mian- 
tonomoh, Amphitrite, Monadnock, Terror, have each 





one, where they should have four; the Boston, Katahdin 
are each three short. The Detroit, Montgomery, Cas- 
tine and others are one short. . There are no Chief Engi- 
neers on the Marion, Monocacy, Machias, Adams, An- 
napolis, Wheeling, Marietta, Newport, Vesuvius, Petrel, 
Bancroft, Michigan and no engineer of any rank on the 
Marion, Alliance, Essex and Fern. The ‘Torpedo Boat 





Flotilla which should have six Assistant Engineers, has 


only one. 

The following ships, under repairs, when commissioned 
under, conditions of war, should have at least the 
number of Engineer officers shown below: Chicago, 1 
Chief and’ 4 Passed Assistants; Hartford, 1 Chief and 2 
and 5 Passed Assistants; Newark, 1 Chief and 5 Passed 
Assistants; Gharleston, 1 Chief and 4 Passed Assistants; 
Lancaster, 1 ‘Chief and 1 Passed Assistant; Atalanta, 1 
Chief and 4 Passed Assistants; Hartford, 1 Chief and 2 
Passed Assistants; Yorktown, 1 Chief and 3 Passed As- 
sistants; Dolphin, 1-Chief and 2 Passed Assistants; 
Ranger, 1 Chief and 2 Passed Assistants. 





Last year, when, Congress was considering the bill ap- 
propriating $850,000 for providing an armament for 
merchant steamers to be used as auxiliary cruisers, the 
Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance reported thirty-three 
vessels as available for this kind of service. Of these 
twenty-four are on the Atlantic coast and nine on the 
Pacific. Together they call for 46 six-inch, 27 five-inch, 
and 104 four-inch rapid-fire rifles, 54 six-pounders, 8 
one-pounders, and 112 machine guns, or a total arma- 
ment of 351 guns of all classes. The largest and best- 
known of these are the four American line steamships, 
the New York, Paris, St. Louis, and St. Paul. Mr. C. A. 
triscom, Jr., speaking of these last vessels, said: “The 
deck platform and supports are strengthened at this 
point by additional girders and crossbeams, so as to 
sustain the weight of guns and carriages. There are also 
arrangements for the mounting of the smaller machine 
guns. Practically the only thing necessary to equip 
these vessels for use in war would be to run the gun 
carriages on board and mount the guns on them. There 
would probably be some alterations in their internal ar- 
rangements to provide quarters for seamen and marines, 
but those could be made within a very few days. Last 
year, the English steamship Majestic arrived in Liver- 
pool on Wednesday afternoon. On Saturday she sailed 
for Southampton fully fitted out as an unarmored cruis- 
er. The whole equipment had been placed on board and 
put into position within three days. I see no reason 
why the New York or Paris could not be fitted out with- 
in the same length of time, assuming that the guns were 
ready. When the Columbia made the trip across the 
Atlantic at a speed of about eighteen knots for the 
whole voyage, it was hailed as a remarkable achieve- 
ment. It was—for a warship. But our ships cross the 
ocean year in and year out, in the course of their regu- 
lar business, at an ordinary speed of about twenty knots. 
No war vessel in existence, unless it was one of the 
small torpedo boats or torpedo boat catchers, could over- 
haul them. Of course, a single shot from a modern bat- 
tleship would’ go through their sides, but I think that 
it would take more than one to destroy them, because, as 
I have said, they were laid down on lines guarding 
against that.” 


The agent in this country of the Thornycroft Torpedo 
Boat Company of England, Mr. Platt, has submitted to 
Secretary Long a proposition for the sale to the Govern- 
ment of designs and complete working drawings for the 
five torpedo boat destroyers built by his firm. Mr. Platt 
has urged the propriety of having the Government here 
start immediately a number of our shipbuilding firms in 
the construction of these boats. The particular pat- 
tern is that of the torpedo boat destroyer Fame, built 
for the British government. This craft is of more than 
30 knots spéed and 300 tons burden, large enough to be 
thoroughly seaworthy, and carrying sufficient coal at 
economical speed to run 4,000 knots. This is an advan- 
tage not possessed by any of our boats, the importance 
of which is fully illustrated by the difficulties confront- 
ing the efforts of the Spaniards to get their torpedo 
boat flotilla across the Atlantic to Cuba. Based upon 
the statements of shipbuilders who have been approached 
on the subject the Department has satisfied itself that a 
number of these boats can be built in from six to eight 
months. We now have under construction in the Unit- 
ed States four boats rated at thirty knots, but with the 
exception of the one built at the Union Iron Works, 
which is 60 per cent. advanced towards completion, very 
little progress has been made in their construction. One 
of the. boats is building at Harlan & Hollingsworth’s, 
one at the Gas Engine and Power Company, and one at 
Wolff & Zwicker’s, Portland, Ore. 


Lieut. Very, the representative of the Howell Torpedo 
Company, has submitted to the War Department a prop- 
osition to supplement the defenses of the larger coast 
ports, such as New York and Boston, by equipping a 
number of light-draught steam launches with torpedo 
outfits. He urges that by the full use of this means of 
defense the harbors may be kept open for, commerce up 
to the last moment, which would-not be the case were 
sole reliance placed on the ordinary fixed mine and tor- 
pedo. These torpedoes have a range of about. two 
miles, and start off at a speed of thirty knots, and if 
the boats from which they are discharged are properly 
sheltered, as proposed by Lieut. Very, they would un- 
doubtedly be valuable adjuncts to the coast defense. 
The difficulty, however, is that the Army has heretofore 
-egarded auto-Mobile torpedoes as proper instruments 
for Naval use, and are scarcely disposed to change their 
policies at this date. These differences between the two 
services should not be suffered to interfere in any way 
with efficiency. They have resulted in our having two 
calibers of small arms where we should have one. The 
theory appears to be that neither service should concern 
itself with what the other does. This is all very well, 
but it-should ‘be the business of some one to see that they 





pull together whenever there is occasion for their doing 
80. 


The case of Pay Director Luther G. Billings, which 
has been troubling the Secretary of the Navy for some 
time past, was settled on Tuesday, so far as such ac- 
tion can settle it, by the issue of an order placing that 
officer on the retired list, and the case will be allowed 
to drop, In 1862, when twenty years of age, Pay Director 
Billings entered the Navy as an Assistant Paymaster, 
and the records of the Department show that he re- 
ceived the thanks of his commanding officer for gallant 
and meritorious services on several occasions, For his 
conduct in the fight on the Waterwitch, which was de- 
scribed officially as “extraordinary heroism,” he was 
promoted fifteen numbers. In 1868 he was attached to 
the U. S. S. Wateree when that vessel was destroyed 
by an earthquake at Arica, and was officially thanked 
by his commanding officer for heroic conduct on that oc- 
casion. Subsequently his health failed, and in 1888 a 
bill was favorably reported to the Senate authorizing 
the President to place him on the retired list. In the 
meantime, however, his health having improved, the bill 
was withdrawn at his suggestion, and he was continued 
on the active list up to the present time. 


Secretary Long, accompanied by Engineer-in-Chief 
Melville, Surg.Gen. Van Reypen and Paymr. Gen. Stew- 
art appeared before the House Naval Committee on 
Monday of this week and urged that the Engineer Corps 
be increased by between 75 and 100 officers; the Medi- 
cal Corps by 25 officers and that the age limit for the 
entrance of officers to this corps be raised to 30 years and 
that from 15 to 20 Assistant Paymasters be added to 
the service. Instead of adopting the suggestions of the 
Engineer-in-Chief, some of the members of the company, 
especially Chairman Boutelle, urged that 100 machin- 
ists be added to the Naval service. This proposition 
was favored by the enemies of the Roosevelt bill, who 
hoped that with an increased number of machinists there 
would be no further reference to the reorganization of 
the personnel. WEngineer-in-Chief Melville now insists 
on “amalgamation or nothing,” and proposes to do all 
in his power to aid Secretary Long in securing the pass- 
age of the Roosevelt measure. The most pronounced 
opponent of the bill in the House Naval Committee is 
Mr. Boutelle. 





Senator Hawley, chairman of the Senate Committee, 
intends to press the bill which the House Committee on 
the Militia have already favorably reported, and Chair- 
man Marsh, of the House Committee, will endeavor to 
gain consideration of the bill at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. Senator Hawley regards the militia bill as 
more important than even the Army bill, for the reason 
that if necessary the Army could fight with its old or- 
ganization, while the militia bill would be necessary if 
the Nationa] Guard was to be called into service. The 
effect of the enactment of the militia bill would be to 
place the entire National Guard of all the States, num- 
bering over 100,000 men, under the direct command of 
the President in the event of war without requiring him 
to call upon the Governors of the States for volunteers. 


A retired Army officer is quoted as saying, in speaking 
of promotions that are made from the ranks: It is an 
unfortunate fact that some of these men who have won 
their commissions while they were enlisted men have 
proved failures, but they are the exception, In the Navy, 
you know, an enlisted man cannot get a commission. I 
think that this opportunity which is offered to every 
enlisted man in the Army is a constant incentive to dis- 
cipline and study. Some of our best officers have gradu- 
ated from the ranks, and if they are good fellows the 
fact that they are not West Point men does not militate 
against them. In several cases, however, these men 
have gone heavily in debt on getting their commissions 
and subsequently they have been forced to leave the 
service.” 


The movement in favor of reviving the grade of Lieu- 
tenant General of the United States Army received ad- 
ditional impetus at the meeting of the 2d Army Corps 
Association held Wednesday evening, March 9, at the 
Shoreham Hotel in Washington. Q. M. Gen. M. I. Lud- 
ington presided, with Capt. W. P. Seville as secretary. 
Resolutions were presented reciting the efforts that had 
been made to prevail upon Congress to revive the grade 
of Lieutenant General, declaring that experience and 
knowledge of Army organization taught that the effi- 
ciency of the Army would be-promoted by it and heart- 
ily indorsing the joint resolution introduced by Repre- 
sentative D. B. Henderson for the purpose, because it 
would not only create a rank and grade commensurate 
with the present organization of the Army, but also,rec- 
ognize and provide for the distinguished services of the 
officer attaining that rank. The resolutions were adopt- 
ed with much enthusiasm. The sixth annual banquet 
of the association was held March 15 at the Shoreham.

A representative of the Winchester Arms Company 
was in conference this week with Maj. Gen. Miles and 
Brig. Gen. Flagler at the office of the Bureau of Ord- 
nance of the Army, with a view to examining various 
patterns of rifles made by this concern, and of ascer- 
taining how speedily they could be furnished in large 
quantities in case of emergency. Samples of two of the 
latest patterns of 30-caliber rifles, one a Winchester and’ 
the other a Lee straight-pull gun, were examined. No 
contracts were made, but the conference led to a full 
u as to how speedily an urgent demand for 
rifles could be met. 





OUR NEW NAVY VESSELS. 


Through the agency of Lieut. J. C. Colwell, U. 8..N., 
Naval Attaché, at the U. S. Embassy at London, the 
cruisers Amazonas and Abrenall, which the Elswicks, 
of England have been building for Brazil, have been 
added to the U. 8S. Navy by purchase, at a cost of be- 
tween $2,000,000 and $2,500,000, respectively. The Am- 
auzonas is completed and will be brought to the United 
States immediately. The Abrenall will be completed by 
next autumn, and will be delivered to the United States 
unless Great Britain’s neutrality laws should prevent in 
case hostilities should be in progress at the time of her 
completion. 

The Amazonas will undoubtedly be of considerable 
value in time of war. She is slightly larger than the 
Cincinnati, being of 3,450 tons displacement. She is 
known as a steel protected cruiser and is copper sheath- 
ed. She is 330 feet in length, 43 feet 9 inches beam 
and has a draft of 16 feet 10 inches. Her indicated 
horse power under forced draft is 7,500, which will drive 
her at a speed of 20 knots per hour. Her coal-carrying 
capacity is fixed at 700 tons, which gives her a steam- 
ing radius of 7,000 knots. Her battery consists of six 
6-inch breech-loading rifles, four 4.7-inch rapid-firing 
guns, ten 6-pounders, eight 1-pounders, 3 machine guns, 
two 3-inch landing guns and three torpedo tubes. Four 
of her 1-pounders are Maxim automatic rapid-firers and 
the remaining four are Nordenfeldts. Her machine 
guns are not cylindrical like the American machine 
guns, but they are five horizontal barreled weapons of 
the most modern type. The feature of the vessel, which 
is especially commended by the officials is the arrange- 
ment of her battery. Four 6-inch guns are arranged in 
pairs in barbettes, forward and aft and 2 six-inch guns 
ure placed one on each beam. The last named guns can 
be swung through an are of 120 degrees, which enables a 
fire of four six-inch guns either ahead or astern. The 
sule of the Chilean cruiser O’ Higgins te Spain is a mat- 
ter of regret to the Navy Department officials, but their 
efforts will be redoubled to secure the armored cruiser 
San Martino, building at Leghorn, Italy, for Argentina. 
It is believed that this will be accomplished, one favor- 
able element in the situation pam the enmity between 
Argentina and Chile, which is likelysto cause the former 
to dispose of her ships to the United States in order to 
get even with Chile for selling the O’Higgins to Spain. 
The San Martino is a cruiser of 7,000 tons displacement 
and 20 knots, being about the equal of the armored 
cruiser New York. 


AN ARMY OF 100,000 MEN. 


A bill to increase the regular Army to over 100,000 men 
in time of war was introduced on Thursday in the 
Senate, by Senator Hawley, and in the House by Rep- 
resentative Hull. The bill is the outcome of a conference 
at the War Department on Thursday morning between 
the two chairmen of the Military Committees, Secretary 
Alger, and the leading officers on duty at the Depart- 
ment. It was considered by the subcommittee of the 
House Military Committee and was favorably reported 


to the House by the full committee on Friday. It will 
be favorably reported to the Senate early next week and 
will probably pass both Houses at an early date. Fol- 
lowing is the text of the bill and of a letter addressed to 
the chairmen of the Military Committees by Secretary 





Alger: 
For the better organization of the line of the Army of 
the United States. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America in Congress as- 
sembled: 

That hereafter the peace organization of each regiment 
of infantry now in service shall embrace 1 Colonel, 1 
Lieutenant Colonel, 2 Majors, 10 Captains, 12 1st Lieu- 
tenants, 10 2d Lieutenants, 1 Sergeant Major, 1 eee 
master Sergeant, 1 Chief Musician, 2 Prinei Musi- 
cians; 2 battalions of 4 companies each, and 2 skeleton 
or unmanned companies; the organized companies to be 
constituted as now authorized ‘by law: Provided, That 
nothing herein contained shall be construed as abolishing 
the office of Chaplain in each regiment of colored troops. 

Sec, 2. That in time of war, the President, in his dis- 
cretion, may establish a third battalion for each infantry 
regiment consisting of four companies, to be supplied by 
manning the two skeleton companies, and by organizing 
two additional companies. The vacancies of commis- 
sioned officers in the additional companies shall be filled 
by promotions by seniority in the infantry arm, and by 
appointments in accordance with existing law. 

Sec. 3. That in time of war, the enlisted strength of a 
company, troop, and battery, respectively, may, in the 
discretion of the President, be increased to comprise not 
exceeding: For each company of infantry—1 1st Ser- 
geant, 1 Commissary Sergeant, 12 Sergeants, 12 Cor- 
porals, 3 Musicians, 3 Artificers, 2 Wagoners, 220 Pri- 
vates; 250 total enlisted. For each troop of cavalry—1 
Ist Sergeant, 1 Quartermaster Sergeant, 6 Sergeants, 8 
Corporals, 2 Farriers and Blacksmiths, 2 Trumpeters, 
1 Saddler, 1 Wagoner, 78 Privates: 100 total enlisted. 
For each battery of heavy artillery—1 1st Sergeant, 1 
Commissary Sergeant, 22 Sergeants, 10 Corporals, 2 
Musicians, 2. Artificers, L Wagoner, 161 Privates; 200 
total enlisted. For each battery of Field Artillery—1 
Ist Sergeant, 1 Quartermaster Sergeant, 1 Veterinary 
Sergeant, 6 Sergeants, 15 Corporals, 2 Farriers, 2 Arti- 
ficers, 1 Saddler, 2 Musicians, 1 Wagoner, 141 Privates: 
173 total enlisted. For each company of Engineers—1 
Ist Sergeant, 10 Sergeants, 10 Corporals, 2 Musicians, 64 
first-class Privates, 63 second-class Privates: 150 total 
enlisted. The Quartermaster, Commissary and Veteri- 
nary Sergeants provided for in this section shall have the 
pay and allowances of Sergeants of their respective arms. 

Sec. 4. That when recruited to their war strength, the 
President may add one 2d Lieutenant to each troop of 
cavalry and company of infantry, and one 1st Lieutenant 
and one 2d Lieutenant to each battery of artillery, such 
offices to be filled by promotions by seniority in the re- 
spective arms of the service and by appointments as pre- 
scribed by existing law. 

Sec. 5. That to facilitate the recruitment to their war 
strength of troops, batteries and companies, the Presi- 
dent, in his discretion, may, in time of war. authorize 
each or any regiment of the Army to draw its recruits 
from such State or States as may be designated by him; 
the recruits thus obtained to be credited as a part of the 
quota of troops called for by the United States from any 
State so designated. 

Sec. 6. That in time of war, the President shall cause 
the batteries of artillery authorized by law to be organ- 





ized as heavy or field artillery, as in his judgment the 
exigencies of the service may require. 

Sec. 7. That in time of war the pay r of enlisted 
men actually serving in commands operating against au 
enemy sh be i twenty centum over and 
above the rates of as fixed w; provided, that in 
war time no additional in com tion shall be 
allowed to soldiers performing what is wh as extra or 
special duty; provided, further, that soldier who de- 
serts shall, besides incurring the one now attach- 
ing to the crime of desertion, forfeit all right to pension. 
which he wale eerie have acquired, and provided 
also that no nty or money gratuity shall be paid by 
State or local authority to a soldier as an inducement 
to enlist in the United States Military Service. 

Sec. 8. That whenever the strength of a company of 
infantry as established by the President shall exceed 
150 enlisted men the Captain, -or other officer command- 
ing it, shall be mounted and be entitled to the pay and al- 
lowances of a mounted officer of his grade. 

See That in time of war every officer serving with 
troops operating against an en who shall exercise, 
under assignment in orders issued by competent author- 
ity a command above that pertaining to his grade, shall 
be entitled to receive the pay and allowances of grade 
appropriate to the command so exercised; provided, that 
a rate of pay exceeding that of a Brigadier General 
shall not be paid in any case by reason.of such assign- 
ment.

LETTER FROM SECRETARY ALGER. 


This bill is accompanied by the following letter from 
the Secretary of War: 

War Department, 
March 16, 1898. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit for the consideration 
of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs the draft 
of a bill which, while providing for the organization of 
infantry on a three-battalion basis in war time, leaves its 
peace establishment substantially as at present, the only 
change being the addition of one Major to the number of 
officers authorized for each regiment, a change which 
would involve a maximum annual outlay of $87,000. A 
second Major is needed to command one of the battalions 
to be organized under Section 2. All the Captains who 
would be promoted to the grade of Major by this act 
are officers of war service whose promotions have been 
already too long deferred. 

The bill further provides for the expansion of the peace 
force into one of war strength. The war organization pro- 
posed corresponds very nearly with that of most modern 
military systems. It is in line with, but more specific 
than, the substitute for H. R. 9361 (54th Congress—2d 
session), recommended by the House Military Commit- 
tee, and reproduces the substance of the provision con- 
tained by that measure for recruiting the Army during 
war time in States specially designated, and for eredit- 
ing the recruits obtained to those States as part cf their 
respective quotas. 

All the arguments advanced by the Military Commit- 
tee in support of the substitute bill referred to (H. R. 
10,009) apply with equal force to the bill substituted. 
Upon the outbreak of war the bulk of the enlisted men 
of each infantry regiment could be consolidated into a 
single battalion, and that of each cavalry regiment into 
two squadrons, of approximately war strength. Guard 
troops supply an effective force for immediate service. 
At the same time the nuclei of the skeleton companies 
and troops could be assigned suitable territory in which 
to recruit, and be ordered to join their regiments after 
completing their organization. The fighting force (ex- 
elusive of the staff of the Army) which. as now dnuthor- 
ized, will consist of 1,610 officers and 25,430 men, might, 
under Sections 3 and 4, be raised to, approximately, 
2.348 officers and 104,384 men, distributed as follows: 
Cavalry, 552 officers; 12.0560 men; Artillery, 469 officers: 
16,457 men; Infantry, 1,327 officers; 75,125 men: Engineer 
Troops, officers; 752 men.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Sir Henry Bessemer, the celebrated inventor of Besse- 
mer steel, died March 16, at his residence, near Lon- 
don, England. He was the recipient of scores of marks 
of distinction from the crowned heads of Europe and 
from the scientific and learned societies, In 1870 he 
was president of the Iron and Steel Institute of Great 
Britain, and in this country the cities of semer, 
Ala., and Bessemer, Mich., with several places of less 
importance, were named after him in recognition of the 
value of his invention. 


Sir George Lawson, K. C. B., Assistant under Secre- 
tary of War, Great Britain, died recently in London. 

Mr. Alfred BE. Groren, of Haddonfield, N. J., who died 
suddenly March 11, at Haddonfield, N. J., was the young- 
est son of the late Comdr. T. Augustus Craven. [. S. N.. 
who lost his life at the battle of Mobile Bay, Aug. 5, 
1864, when in command of the monitor Tecumseh, which 
was sunk by a torpedo. Mr. Craven for many years anid 
at the time of his death, was employed in the office of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad at Philadelphia. He leaves a 
widow and three children. 

Brig. Gen. William Starke Rosecrans, U. 8S. A., retired, 
died at his home near Redondo, Cal., early in the morn- 
ing of March 11. only his great vitality had kept him 
alive since March 4, en he suffered an attack of heart 
failure following a severe cold. He leaves a large ranch 
devoted to wheat and fruit, on which he had lived in com- 
fort for several years. Besides the two children at his 
bedside when he died, Carl and Anna, he leaves another 
daughter, Mrs. O’Toole, of Helena, Mont. The deceased 
officer was born in Kingston, O., Sept. 16, 1819, entered 
West Point in 1838, was graduated in 1843 and promoted 
to the Corps of Engineers. He did excellent service in 
many responsible positions until April 1, 1854, when he 
resigned, being then a Ist Lieutenant, and entered upon 
the profession of civil engineer and architect. In 1861 
he was appointed a Volunteer Aide on the staff of Gen. 
McClellan, then commanding the Department of Ohio 
and immediately afterwards was appointed Colonel of 
the 23d Ohio Volunteers, and on May 16, 1861 he was 
appointed a Brigadier General of the regular Army. He 
succeeded McClellan in command of the Department of 
Ohio, July 25, 1861. His forces defeated the Confed- 
erates under Gen. John B. Floyd at Cornifex Ferry on 
Sept. 10, and in the following May he was placed in 
command of Gen. Bleazar A. Paine’s and Gen. Stanley’s 
divisions before Corinth, under Gen. Halleck, in the 
Army of the Mississ = He succeeded Gen. John pepe 
in the command of Army of the Mississippi and de- 
fended Corinth against the Confederates under Gens. 
Van Dorn and Price. In October he was sent to Cincin- 
nati to supersede Gen. Don Carlos Buell as Commander 
of the Depertment of the Cumberland, which position he 
held until October, 1863, Engagements were fought at 
Stone River with the Confederates under Gen. Braxton 
Bragg; at Murphysboro, Shelbyville, Tullahoma and 
Chickamauga for defense of Chattanooga. He was 
med on waiting orders Oct. 30, 1863, and the following 

anuary was assigned to the command of the Depart- 
ment of the Missouri. He was placed on waiting orders 
in Cincinnati in December, 1864, mustered out of the 
volunteer service in January, 1866, and resigned from the 
regular Army in March, 1867, having been brevetted 
Major General for his gallantry at Stone River. He de- 
clined the Democratic nomination for Governor of Cali- 
fornia in 1867, and in 1868 was appointed Minister to 
Mexico, where he became interested in an attempt to 
construct a system of narrow-gauge railroads and to build 
an interoceanic railroad from the Gulf of Mexico to the 
Pacific. He was elected to Congress as a Democrat 
from California and was a member of the House from 
December, 1881, to March 4, 1885. In June, 1885, he 
was appointed Register of the Treasury and held the 
office until 1893, having in the meantime, Feb. 27, 1889. 
been appointed Brigadier General, U. S. A., by special 
act of Con Ss. he funeral took place with military 
honors at Angeles and the regular Army and the 
National Guard in the vicinity paid every tribute of 
ror ‘ t to the memory of this veteran and distinguished 
soldier. 


Mrs. Harriet H. Turner, who died recently at Corn- 
wall, N. Y., was a sister of the late Col. James Duncan, 
Inspr. Gen., U. S. A., a gallant officer of the Mexican 
War who died in 1849. 


Col. Vanderbilt Allen, who died March 6, at Capri, 
Italy, was graduated from West Point in 1860, pro- 
moted to the Engineer Corps, received the brevets of 
Cepteie and Major for distinguished service and great 
gallantry in action. He resigned Sept. 28, 1865. He 
then went to Egypt with Gen. Stone, where he accepted 
a commission the Khedive’s Army, was given the 
rank of Pacha and received several decorations. Col. 
Allen was married three times. His first wife was Miss 
Helen Mount. After her death he married, in 1880, Miss 
Edith de Silvier, of Philadelphia, a very handsome 
woman, and noted for her skill as a horsewoman. She 
obtained a divorce in 1887. He married Miss Edith 
Mott, of Milford, Pa., in 1890. Col. Allen has been 
buried in Capri.

CIRCULAR 5, MARCH 14, 1898, H. Q. A., A. G. O. 

The following decisions, rulings, etc., have been made, 
and are published to the Army, for the information of all 
concerned: 

1.—Discretion Regarding Trial by Summary Court.— 
Paragraph 7, Circular No, 13, Adjutant General's Office, 
Dee. 5, {x91 reads as follows: ; ; : 

The fact that the number of trials by inferior court 
martial has greatly increased since the establishment of 
the summary court indicates that officers of the Army 
have the impression that under the present system they 
must bring every dereliction of duty before a court for 
trial, and that they are allowed no discretion in the mat- 
ter. This is a mistake. Their discretion is the same 
now as it was under the garrison court system, and they 
are not obliged to bring cases before the summary court 
which they believe ought to be disposed of with an ad- 
monition or the withholding of privileges or indulgences. 
The extent of the exercise of this discretion, within these 
limits, is subject to the control of the commanding officer. 

In accordance with the — of the foregoing, company 
commanders are authorized, subject to the control of the 
commanding officer of the post, to dispose of cases of dere- 
lietions of duty in their commands which would be within 
the jurisdiction of inferior courts martial, by requiring 
extra tours of fatigue, unless the soldier concerned 
mands a trial. This right to demand a trial must be 
made known to him.—(Orders Sec. of War, Oct. 14, 97— 
63734 A. G. O., 97.) : ‘ . 

2.—Sales to Officers on the Retired List.—The provi-

Circular Letter—Recruiting Service. 

1. Until further orders, all desirable applicants for the 
artillery, heavy or light, who present themselves at a 
military post and pass required examination, will be 
enlisted by the post recruiting officer and held subject to 
assignment from the Adjutant General’s Office. Those 
enlisted at city sta s will be disposed of in accordance 
with the special instructions already given the recruiting 
officers. 

Recruits for the artillery should be young, active men 
of a good degree of intelligence, and a considerable pro- 
portion of those enlisted for the heavy artillery should, 
in addition, possess a fair knowledge of arithmetic. 

Recruits thus enlisted will be borne on the face of the 
recruiting officer’s trimonthly reports, as other general 
service recruits, under the foot and mounted services, 
respectively; but in the tables on the 2d and 3d folds of 
such reports they will be accounted for as recruits for 
“heavy artillery,”’ or “light artillery,” as the case may be. 

Commanding officers of posts who receive no special in- 
structions in the matter, will telegraph to the Adjutant 
General of the Army, whenever there are two or more 
artillery recruits at a post available for assignment, 
—s the number for heavy artillery and light 
artillery, separately. Should their assignment to a regi- 
ment be ordered, the usual descriptive and assignment 
card in the case of each recruit (A. R. 850 and 851, and 
Form A, G, O, No. 7) will be mailed to the proper com- 
manding officer. If ordered to another post or rendez- 
vous, as unassigned recruits, Form No. 7 will be used in 
accordance with note thereon, as a descriptive card. 

2. Recruiting for other arms at all stations will be 
limited to the enlistment, or re-enlistment, of exception- 
ally desirable men who fulfill all: requirements, whether 
recruits of former soldiers. Recrutiing officers at city 
stations will also be governed by such additional restric- 
tions as have been or may hereafter be communicated to 
them by the Adjutant General of the Army. These in- 
structions will supersede those published in L pacageage 2, 
Circular Letter, Sept. 23, 1897, from this office. 

3. The reports required by paragraphs 3 and 4, Cireu- 
lar Letter, Dec. 16, 1895, from this office, are of special 
importance and must not be neglected. ereafter post 
commanders will indicate in their reports to this office 
the total enlisted strength, not only of companies con- 
cerned, but also of the remaining portion of the same 
regiment at the post; and will furnish the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army with a copy of each report to the De- 
partment Commander. 

Paragraphs 4 to 7, Circular Letter, Sept. 23, 1897, 
from this office, are not designed to provide for the filling 
from city stations of vacancies in regiments until they 
occur; nor of such actual vacancies as can probably be 
filled by local enlistments. 

4. n special authority is requested, for any cause, 
for the enlistment or re-enlistment for an organization at 
the post from which the application is forwarded, it will 
be stated whether, or not, there is an actual vacancy 
therein for the a plicant, and also whether the enlistmént 
can be made without causing an excess in the proper en- 
listed strength of that portion of the regiment concerned 
stationed at the post. 

5. When a re-enlistment is antedated, under A. R. 835, 
the date on which it is to take effect will be indicated in 
the acknowledgment on the re-enlistment ee. The 
oath will bear the date upon which it is actually admin- 


istered, and the re-enlistment will be borne on the tri- 
monthly rt and the recruiting return covering the 
date on which the man is duly sworn.

Maj. Gen. Wesley Merritt, who, of course, has been 
subjected to innumerable interviews of late, is quoted as 
saying with reference to the placing of four batteries of 
artillery at Sandy Hook, and a statement that some of 
the best gunners in the world belong to these batteries: 
“That is quite true, because, so far as anybody can prove 
a statement of that kind, the American artillerymen 
have been proved to be the most expert gunners in the 
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world. There are many other men in the artillery regi- 
ments of the United States Army quite as expert as are 
these men.” Gen. Merritt, being asked if the report 
was true that, in the event of hostilities, he would be 
designated to command the Army invading Cuba, re- 
plied: “I suppose that report is true. I am the ranking 
officer of those in the active list of the Army who might 
be called upon, and I presume that the detail would be 
offered to me, and I should certainly accept it.”

Members of Congress and the officers of the service 
will soon receive an important pamphlet entitled “An 
explanatory statement of the Navy personnel bill.”” Ac- 
cording to the announcement on the cover of the pam- 
phlet, “this statement explains in detail the measures of 
the proposed personne! bill which, for the first time, pre- 
sents to Congress an arrangement of the personnel that 
meets the approval generally of those officers of the 
service who are affected by its provisions. Authorized 
representatives of the other corps requested that they 
be not considered.” As an appendix to the statement is 
printed the letter of Assistant Secretary Roosevelt which 
we published at the time of the presentation of the re- 
organization measure to Secretary Long. The pam- 
phlet is accompanied by the following introduction: “The 
following explanation of the personnel bill having been 
referred to and approved by us, we herewith submit it 
to the officers of the service, and others who may be in- 
terested in the passage of the act. BE. O. Matthews, 
Geo. W. Melville, Charles O’Neil, chairmen of commit- 
tees. March 1, 1898.” 








Vice-Adml. Makaroff, whose name has come promi- 
nently forward of late in connection with the Russian 
Admiralty’s plan of keeping open the ice-bound ports 
of the country by means of giant ice breakers, recently 
delivered a very interesting lecture before the Kronstadt 
branch of the Imperial Russian Technical Society, on 
“Uniformity in Warships.” Variety of type in war- 
ships, said the lecturer, was incompatible with strategic- 
al or tactical requirements. Up to the present uniform- 
ity had been neglected in naval construction. Even war- 
ships of the same size were dissimilar in engines and 
boilers. The importance of armor had diminished, as it 
can now be pierced, thus abolishing # guiding principle 
in shipbuilding. 
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INNOVATION IN TEAM SHOOTING. 

The Executive Committee of the New Jersey State 
Rifle Association has, with the approval of Gen. Win- 
gate, the president of the National Rifle Association, is- 
sued a circular in regard to the meeting of the associa- 
tion, which will be held at Sea Girt, N. J.; the week of 
Aug. 29 to Sept. 3, 1898; inclusive, which makes impor- 
tant changes in the existing rules in regard to targets, 
rifles and ammunition, The Army “silhouettes” have 
been discarded and the targets prescribed in Blunt have 
been substituted. As has already been stated in the 
“Journal,” the test given: the silhouette targets in the 
September matches at Sea Girt convinced the riflemen 
present that however valuable they might be for troops 
to shoot at, on the ground of the resemblance they bore 
to the appearance of an enemy in the field, ds a target 
to test the relative skill of riflemen in hitting the point 
aimed at, they were most unsatisfactory. The return 
to the square target with an oval bull’s-eye in the cen- 
ter, will undoubtedly prove popular with the National 
Guard, The recent issue by the Government of .45 eal- 
iber Springfields to the National-Guard of New York and 
to those of the other States not having them, has enabled 
the association to establish another regulation which has 
been long desired. It has done this in requiring all Na- 
tional Guard teams to use in team matches the Spring- 
field rifle Garbine, .45 caliber, three grooved, without 
any alteration, with Government ammunition, to be de- 
livered to the firer at the range in unbroken original 
packages. This is a regulation which has always pre- 
vailed at Wimbledon and has been continued at Bisley, It 
was originally established by the National Rifle Associa- 
tion at Creedmoor, but was then found impossible to car- 
ry out, on account of the different kinds of rifles used by 
the competing teams. The door being thus left open, 
some of the teams using Springfields have during recent 
years obtained special advantages by using six grooved 
rifles and-special ammanition. By the new rule, while 
individuals in matches may use any ammunition they 
please, members of National Guard teams are brought 
down to a footing of equality by requiring them to use 
the regulation Springfield with the Government ammu- 
nition. It is believed that the result of this will be to 
attract to the matches at Sea Girt a number of teams 
from the various States who were not willing to attend 
if they were compelled to shoot against adversaries using 
special rifles and special ammunition. 





Mr. R. B. Connor, Secretary Agency Committee Mu 
tual Reserve Fund Life Association, in a letter to the 
“Army and Navy Journal,” states that the article giv- 
ing the experiences of Gen. D. 8S. Stanley, U. S. A., does 
not apply to his company, as it was not in existence sev- 
enteen years ago, whereas the report states that the 
General joined in 1866. The date given was incorrect. 
Gen. Stanley joined the Mutual Reserve Fund Life As 
sociation in 1886, and the experiences related were with 
that company. The experiences of others with the same 
company have been even more trying. We are told 
that Mr. Clark, the architect of the Capitol at Wash- 
ington, has been paying this company for sixteen years 
on a $10,000 policy. This year his assessment was 
$1,380. What the purpose of the company is in levy- 
ing such assessment is they know best. The natural 
result is to compel those who have, like Mr. Clark, been 
insuring for years to drop their policies, The system 
upen which this company is based is a false one, in our 
judgment. It is better to insure in companies that have 
a fixed rate for policies. Even though it seems higher 
in the beginning it may prove cheaper in the end.

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THE NEW MILITIA LAW. 


The Militia bill reported in the House by Mr. Marsh 
March 9 is a revision of the present law, with a view to 
adapting it to modern conditions and the needs of our 
citizen soldiery. The bill repeals all the obsolete pro- 
visions of the original enactment of 1792, still in force, 
and rids the general militia law of much verbiage and 
useless provisions which have long been practically obso- 
lete, because of the impossibility of their enforcement. The 
Committee in their report upon it say: “Experience has 
justified the opinions of the fathers who declared that 
the military training of the whole public was out of the 
question, but that our efforts could be well directed to 
the formation and encouragement of a picked body of 
men, who should be well disciplined, ready for any emer- 
gency.” 

The title of National Guard is for the first time recog- 
nized as representing the enlisted, organized and uni- 
formed active militia; all others between the ages of 18 
and 45 are known as the “Reserve Militia.” Officers 
and employés of the United States, and those now 
exempted by the laws of the respective States shall be 
exempt from militia duty. Enlistment of the organized 
militia must be for three years, but if the term expires 
while they are in the service of the United States, they 
may be held for a period beyond this not exceeding ninety 
days. Every officer or man disobeying a call to service 
shall be punished as a court martial may direct. Courts 
for the trial of militiamen must be composed of militia- 
men only. 

The organization of the National Guard shall be gov- 
erned by State laws, but organization and discipline shall 
conform as closely as practicable to those prescribed for 
the Army. State Adjutant Generals must make such 
returns and reports as the Secretary of War shall require 
and an abstract of these shall be submitted annually by 
the Secretary to Congress with such observations as he 
may deem necessary. The militia shall be trained in ac- 
cordance with the drill and tactics prescribed for the 
Army, and when in the service of the United States 
shall be subject to the Rules and Articles of War “and 
shall serve whenever ordered, within or without the ter- 
ritory of the United States,” receiving the same pay and 
allowance as may be provided for the regular Army. 

Sec. 10 provides: “That whenever the United States 
are invaded or are in imminent danger of invasion from 
any foreign nation or Indian tribe, or of rebellion against 
the authority of the Government of the United States, 
it shall be lawful for the President to call forth the mili- 
tia, and to issue his orders for that purpose to such 
officers of the militia as he may think proper: Provided. 
That this act shall not restrict the power of the Presi- 
dent to call forth or use the militia as authorized in 
existing laws by Congress; and he may, in time of peace, 


accept from the Governor of any State or Territory such 
number of the enlisted, organized, and uniformed active 
militia as may be offered for the purpose of united in- 
struction and discipline, with or without troops of the 
regular establishment, whenever proper appropriation 
therefor shall have been made, and such troops when so 
accepted shall be deemed to be in the service, of the 
United States during the period for which their services 
have been tendered by the Governor and accepted by. the 
President.” ; 

Sec. 11: “That when the militia of. more than one 
State is called into the actual service of the United 
States by the President, he may, in his discretion, appor- 
tion them among such States according to representative 
population.” 

Sec. 16 provides an annual appropriation of $400,000 
for militia equipment. Old, unserviceable and obsolete 
material may be turned in and its value credited to this 
appropriation, which shall be apportioned to the several 
States and Territories, according to representation in 
Congress, provided ‘that there shall be at least 100 Na- 
tional Guardsmen to each Senator and Representative: 
Additional material may be purchased by the States from 
the War Department at cost, with transportation added. 

Sec, 19 requires the National Guard to go into camp 
of instruction or be quartered at a United States fort 
for instruction in heavy artillery, at least five consecutive 
days, or to assemble for drill and instruction not less 
than twelve times, and shall also during such year be in- 
spected by an officer of militia or an officer of the regu- 
lar Army. 

By Section 20, inspection of the Guard may be had by 
a regular officer. By Section 21 a regular Army instruc- 
tor may be furnished, at the request of the State, to give 
instruction and. information in National Guard camps. 
By Section 22 an officer may be detailed, at like request, 
to serve with the Guard, and by Section 23 the Guard 
may be allowed to drill in forts. 

Sec, 24. That the troops of the militia camped at any 
fort of the United States for instruction may expend in 
firing practice such amounts of ammunition as may be 
prescribed by the Secretary of War, who shall detail an 
officer of the Army to supervise the instruction in firing 
practice. 

Sec. 25 gives militia in the service of the United States 
the benefit of the pension laws. 

Sec. 26. That sections 1625 to 1661, both included, 
being the whole of title sixteen of the Revised Statutes 
relating to the militia, and section 1667 in title seven- 
teen, and the act of February 12, 1887, amendatory of 
said section 1661, are hereby repealed. 

The act is to take effect at the beginning of the next 
fiscal year after its passage. 

The Militia of the District of Columbia was organized 
on a modern basis with three battalions for each infan- 
try regiment, by the act of March 1, 1898, which forms a 
part of the statute law of the United States and is not 
repealed by the proposed act. In this bill the designa- 
tion of National Guard is used and applied to the Dis- 
trict Militia. Section 1856, R. S., provides for the elec- 
tion by the people of “justices of the peace and all gen- 
eral officers of the militia in the several Territories.” 





NOT AN EMERGENCY BILL. 


Hon. M. Griffin, of Wisconsin, is one of the members 
of Congress who spoke effectively on the bill to increase 
the artillery. In the course of his speech he said: “I 
regret that this occasion should have been made use of 
for the purpose of introducing the idea of an emergency 
as far as this measure is concerned. I deny that there 
is any unusual emergency for the passage of any such 
measure. It is to be passed, if at all, on the line of 
good business principles, upon the line of consistency and 
good sense.” 

What Mr. Griffin says of the artillery bill is equally 
true of the bill to give the infantry of the Army the 
three-battalion organization. It is not an emergency 
bill in the sense of being a measure to prepare for im- 
mediate war. It is a measure of conservative prepara- 
tion for war, such as no nation can afford to neglect. The 
utmost that any one asks for the Army is far short of 
the necessities of a military establishment adequate for 
the defense of the country. What is asked is simply 
the establishment of a proper basis for an organization 
susceptible of enlargement in case of need. Congress 
has before it two bills relating to our military establish- 
ment which should be passed without delay as the 
artillery bill was passed by a substantially unanimous 
vote. These are the three-battalion bill and the bill sub- 
stituting something that is sensible and practicable for 
the present antiquated and worthless militia law. To 
these should be added the bill giving authority to the 
President to increase the strength of companies in time 
of war. 

As Mr. Griffin so well says: “It is very popular 
and pleasant to dwell upon the glories of a peace mil- 
lennium throughout the world, and conceding that our 
nation might win renown if it should be the pioneer in 
sustaining a universal peace policy for all nations, nev- 
ertheless the practical mind cannot refuse to view the 
situation at is really is, and in doing so no one can doubt 
what the probable result would be to any nation which 
at the present day should disband its armies, abandon 
its navies, and all other means of armed defense. The 
conquerors from all quarters of the globe would imme- 
diately set upon such a nation and make conquest of 
it. Such nation would at once become a bone of con- 
tention between other nations until its character as an 
incependent nation would soon be effectiually effaced 
from the map of the world. Those who love peace to 
the extent of deprecating the maintenance of an army 
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and a navy by the United States sufficient to render it 
impossible that any such fate should befall us, may 
continue their work if it affords them pleasure and em- 
ployment, but I trust there will nevertheless remain 
enough practical, peace-loving patriots in our population 
to preserve the supremacy and perpetuity of our Gov- 
ernment and the honor of the American Union. At best 
the Army constitutes but a small national police force 
and surely one soldier in every 3,000 of our inhabitants 
can neither be a menace to our liberties nor a disturber 
of our peace or comfort. As a nation let us inculcate 
the principles of peace and good will toward all, but 
we should not forget the lessons of history, which teach 
us that if we would enjoy liberty we must be prepared 
at all times to preserve it.”

Brig. Gen. John M. Wilson, Chief of Engineers, has 
been making an inspection of the fortifications on the 
Southern coasts, On Thursday of last week he was at 
Key West, and returned to Washington a few days 
later. During his trip he visited Fort Jefferson, on the 
Dry Tortugas, with a view to deciding on a plan for 
modernizing the fortifications at that point, Secretary 
Alger having requested Secretary Gage to return Dry 
Tortugas to the possession of the War Department. It is 
probable that the War Department will either mount a 
number of 8 or 10-inch converted rifles on the barbette 
parapet of Fort Jefferson, or equip the fort with a num- 
ber of rapid fire guns. Later on steps may be taken for 
placing modern seacoast cannon and mortars at this 
point, which has always been regarded by military en- 
gineers as the key to the gulf. The Navy Department, 
which has been making the Tortugas a partial base of 
supplies during the winter evolutions of the North At- 
lantic Squadron, is desirous of maintaining there a per- 
manent Naval repair and coaling station. The fortifica- 
tions which the Engineer Department has under way at 
Key West are being pushed as rapidly as possible to 
completion. It is probable that with the money made 
available by the large emergency appropriation a num- 
ber of important points on the Southern coasts, which 
have not heretofore been considered in the plans of the 
Department, will be fortified. Among these places are 
Port Royal, S. C., where the Navy Dry Dock is entire- 
ly unprotected; Jacksonville and Tampa, Fla. Gen. Wil- 
son recommends the employment of a large number of 
rapid-fire guns at these and many other points and or- 
ders for the manufacture of a large number of these 
guns will be given shortly by the Ordnance Department.

Lieut. Gen. Schofield, who is certainly good authority 
on the subject of the command of the Army, in his “For- 
ty-Six Years in the Army” has this to say on the sub- 
ject of the creation of the rank of Lieutenant General, 
now provided for by a bill before Congress: “Neither the 
rank nor the pay of an officer in a subordinate position 
can possibly be regarded as appropriate to one in a 
higher grade of duty. Every grade of public service 
should have an officer of appropriate rank and com- 
pensation, certainly the highest in any department even 
more than any other. The Government of this country 
has not been duly regardful even of its own dignity and 
self-respect, in denying to its chief military officer ap- 
propriate rank, and in requiring him to expend all the 
savings of a lifetime to maintain his official position for 
a few years at the seat of Government.”

fhe cause of Capt. McCormick’s detachment was the 
recommendation of a Board of Medical Survey which 
found that he was physically incapacitated for duty on 
account ef nervous prostration. The ordering of the 
Oregon to Key West was due to the desire of the De- 
partment to have on the Atlantic coast a fleet superior to 
any that Spain might send to Cuba. The Spanish arm- 
ored cruisers Vizcaya and Oquendo, now at Havana, will 
be joined shortly by the Pelayo, Cristobal Colon, Infanta 
Maria There’a,. Carlos V., and Alfonso XIII. In case 
the Spanish worpedo flotilla should proceed to Porto Rico 
from the Canary Islands it would, in the judgment of the 
Department, be necessary to form a flying squadron of 
the Brooklyn, New York, Minneapolis and Columbia, 
with perhaps some auxiliary cruisers, leaving only four 
irmored vessels, the Iowa, Indiana, ienanabenettn and 
Tema as the Puritan might be ordered to Hampton 
toads, 


The two 20-knot torpedo boats Talbot and Gwin, built 
by the Herreshoffs have been accepted by the Govern- 
ment. They are at present at Bristol, R. I. 


The cruiser San Francisco has been ordered to proceed 
from Lisbon to England, where a part of her crew will 
ie placed aboard the newly-purchased Amazonas, under 
command of Lieut. Comdr. A. P. Nazro, ex-executive 
ofticer of the San Francisco. The two ships will keep 
cach other company on the homeward voyage. 


Crews for the Minneapolis and Columbia will be filled 
up next week, and they will sail at once for Hampton 
Rhoads, where they will join the Brooklyn, Massachusetts 
and Texas, 


Collis P. Huntington, principal owner of the Newport 
News Shipbuilding and yt Dock Company, has given 
instructions to begin work at once on the mammoth 
dry dock which is to cost $1,000,000 or more. This de- 
termination on his part is the result of a conference 
held in Washington last week between his lieutenant, 
Calvin B. Orcutt, president of the shipbuilding company, 
ind Secretary Long. This dock will be, when com- 
pleted, 900 feet in length and 90 feet in breadth. It will 
be constructed after the most modern ideas, and will 
be capable of receiving two of the largest battleships at 
one time. It is understood that one thousand men will 
be employed at once to push the work to completion. All 
of the necessary peek ose have been made and the 
material will be ordered at once. The site of the new 
basin will be directly north of the present dock, which 
is now the largest in American waters, although lacking 
a few feet of being able to receive the first-class battle- 
ships of the Navy. The new dock will be the largest on 
the continent. 


The Navy Department is making elaborate prepara- 
tions to establish a coast signal system. The details 
are being worked out by Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, 
Capt. C. F. Goodrich, president of the War College, and 
Lieut. John Gibbons, who has charge of Naval militia 
matters under the Assistant Secretary. The plans of 
the Department, contemplate the employment of the 
Naval militia and the employés of the life-saving and 
lighthouse service and the use of four armed semaphores 
and other signalling instruments. It is proposed in case 
of emergency, to detail Naval militiamen, who are ex- 
pert telegraphers, to duty in charge of stations in ex- 
posed parts of the coast of the State of whose organiza- 
tion they are members and they will have a certain ter- 
ritory for which they will be responsible.

To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal:” 

The War Department is the part of the Government 
charged with the responsibility fot the national defense 
as far as the land forces of the country are concerned. 
As such it is clearly its duty to state the exact truth 
when it states anything, in regard to the condition ‘of 
such forces. In particular it is its duty as the official 
representative of the Army and of the militia of the 
United States, to issue no publications and to authorize 
no reports which will give to the ple or to the press 
a false idea of our military stren and thereby prevent 
Congress from making the necessary provisions to sup- 
ply the deficiencies which it knows exist in such forces. 

t is also its duty as far as it lays in its power, to pre- 
vent any one else from making such statements. 

In spite of this, there is annually furnished to the press 
of the country an official “abstract of the militia forces 
of the United States,” containing a statement that there 
is a body constituting the “‘Ununiformed Militia” of the 
country, and that this is of a certain enormous strength, 
which report is annually printed in the publications of the 
War Department, and thereby given the full sanction of 
the Secretary of War. The last statement whieh has just 
appeared upon this point, is that “according to the re- 
turns for 1897, received by the Adjutant General's Of- 
fice,’ the Ununiformed Militia consists: of 10,301,339 
men, 4,059,658 in the Atlantic coast States, 4,266,843 in 
the States contained in the valley of the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi, the remainder being distributed among the other 
States of the Union. This would be farcical if it was 
not so dangerous. Such a statement in the sense in 
which it is put forward and in the sense in which 
it is understood by the public cannot be considered 
otherwise than as utterly and absolutely false. This re- 
port is doubtless one which is peers by’ subordinates 
according to routine and which is published according 
to some antiquated custom, with very little, if any, at- 
tention being given to it by the War Department. Nev- 
ertheless,’in military matters the superior should be as 
responsible for the action of his subordinates as the sub- 
ordinate is responsible to his superior for what he does. 
Why, then is this statement permitted to be made? 

It can have no other basis than the mere supposition 
that because some census may show that the population 
of one of the States aggregates a certain number that 
there must be within that State a certain percentage of 
adults between the military ages, which number of 
adults would constitute, according to the United States 
Kevised Statute, the Ununiformed Militia, and therefore 
the Adjutant General’s Office is authorized to report 
that there are that number of ununiformed militia in that 
State. If it were merely published that there were in 
the various States of the Union ten million men between 
the ages of 18 and 45, such a statement would have no 
effect upon the public mind, for the public appreciates 
that the population is one thing and soldiers or even 
militia another. But when it is officially promulgated 
that there are ten million men belonging to the “Ununi- 
formed Militia” the impression is at once ereated not 
only that there is a mysterious force of that enormous 
strength somewhere hidden within the different States, 
but that the military authorities at Washington have it 
so organized that in case of an emergency it can in a 
brief period be rallied at the point of danger. So uni- 
versal is this belief (based as it is upon these most er- 
roneous official statements), that even the “Army and 
Navy Journal,” conservative and well informed as it is 
on all military, matters, on Feb. 26, 1898, published these 
figures as being “the abstract of the militia in each State 
as shown by the latest returns received at the office of 
the Adjutant General, U. 8S. A., for 1897.” [The figures 
are precisely what we represented them to be. Ques- 
tioning the accuracy of the returns does: not alter thé 
fact that they are the returns.—Editor.] So also the 
New York “World” of Feb. 18, 1898, published a map 
of the United States, having printed within the outline of 
each State, the number of men it could furnish and the 
“hours required to transport the troops to Tampa,” 
which was apparently based upon this official report. 
This shows that New York State could transport to 
‘Tampa 942,750 men in thirty-nine hours and twenty-five 
minutes; Wisconsin could transport 372, men in thir- 
ty-nine hours and nine minutes; Maine 104,307 men in 
fifty hours apd twenty-four minutes; Mississippi 233,500 
in twenty hours and twenty-four minutes; Ilinois 700,- 
000 in thirty-five hours and twenty-eight minutes, and 
Florida had 60,000 men on the spot, figures which if 
true would make the general staff of the German army 
green with envy. 

As one who has the interest of the National Guard 
and the Army at heart, and who as president of the Na- 
tional Guard Association of the United States, has been 
doing his best for many years to induce many reluctant 
Congresses to increase theaboursy insufficient aid grant- 
ed by the Government to the 115,000 uniformed militia 
(the only militia of the States which is in actual exist- 
ence), 1 feel it my duty, particularly in the present un- 
settled condition of our public affairs, to make a solemn 
public protest against official publications of this descrip- 
tion, as well as against any official publication which un- 
dertakes to represent the military strength of the coun- 
try as being any different from what it actually is. Such 
announcements create in the public mind ap estimate of 
our military power which is without the slightest foun- 
dation. They induce many people in as well as out of 
Congress to assume a position for the country which all 
military men know it is not able to fill and thus expose 
it to most serious danger. But far and beyond this 
they constitute the great obstacle which is encountered 
in and out of Congress by those who are ge! 
endeavoring to strengthen the Army and the National 
Guard. 

The people and many legislators who really know bet- 
ter, if they would only stop to think, treat with apathy 
and indifference the applications of the National Guard 
of the States to the Government for artillery, rifles, am- 
munition, camp equipage and the other things which 
are indis seabie to enable them to respond to the de- 
fense of the country, in case of need and also op any 
increase of the Army, for the reason that they have be- 
come impressed by these publications that this ten mil- 
lion of ununiformed militia is somewhere on tap. On the 
other hand, there is not a corporal of the National Guard 
in any State, which has a uniformed National Guard, 


who does not know that the idea of there being ‘such 
number of men, available for military duty, as is con- 
tained in this abstract from the Adjutant General's Of- 


fice, is preposterous. It consequently is a mystery not 
only to the National Guard, but to every sensible man, 
how it is that public officers in Washington, of high rank 
particularly in such a condition of affairs as has existed 
for some months past, knowing as they must know that 
all foreign nations understand our exact military 
strength, and also knowing the importance of having our 
own people understand such strength as well as it is 
known to foreign nations, can put forth such figures as 


those which are contained in this abstract of the mili- 
tary force of the United States. It certainly is to yours, 
Gro.

_ HOW IT MAY HAVE HAPPENED. - 


An officer of. the Army having experience with explos- 
ives send us the following: 

Assuming, as it is proper to do, that the battleship 
Maine was not anchored over a mine, or, if she was, that 
the mine was not exploded by accident or otherwise; and 

that no to! the prope: of the Span-

shore by any Spanish_official, or could have been stolen 
and launched by any miscreant with official conniv- 
anrhs A 4 pang ry Vy og by some officers that 
not o wo impossible for an ordinary torpedo 
to produce the disastrous effects suffered by the Maine, 
but that it was also impossible for untrained hands to 
construct and place a torpedo of any kind under a war 
vessel situated as was the Maine and successfully ex- 
plode it. 1 contend that this is not impossible and that, 
therefore, the question presents the following practical 
problem, which in time of war might even be presented 
to the mind of an ene by the sight of our vessels rid- 
ing, at anchor in fancied security in our own harbors. 
roblem.—Given a war vessel anchored in a “‘friend- 
ly” harbor (and her commander, therefore, unsuspicious 
of attack, or at least restrained from the exercise of “‘of- 
fensive” measures of protection or defense) how can a 
powerful torpedo be successfully procured and exploded 
under her by unskilled hands? 

Solution.—This problem can, I think, be solved by the 
exercise of a little ingenuity and successfully executed by 
one having no more knowledge of explosives than an 
ordinary quarryman or rail rock-blaster. This man 
would procure a cylindrical tank or tubeless boiler. It 
would not be necessary even to change.its form, but the 
ends would probably be tapered or false ends put on 
to facilitate passage through the water. ‘The tank is 
filled with high explosive, being sufficiently weighted to 
barely submerge it, this being easily done by practical 
test in a small pool of water. At the rear end of this 
improvised torpedo is attached a paying-out line or wire, 
and in the front end is inse an ordinary biasting 
fuse and wires. A bale, or loop of wire, is attached to 
the front or bow end of the torpedo to take the strain of 
a towing wire, while leaving free from strain the insu- 
lated wires connected with the fuse. A common row- 
boat is equipped with a reel of insulated double wire and 
a quarryman’s battery, and a second small boat is pro- 
vided with a reel or coil of single wire or rope. At night 
this outfit is brought to a point near the shore opposite 
one side of the vessel to be attacked. The torpedo is sub- 
merged and almost invisible while the boats differ in ap- 
pearance from no others, the reels being covered by a 
thin deck gece of sheet iron with perhaps a fish net cov- 
ering it. he wires from the reels pass through tubes 
inserted in the bottoms of the boats; the shore boatman 
—so called for distinction—attaches his wire to the rear 
end of the torpedo, while the other boat, with the “bat- 
tery” aboard, is connected with the bow end in such 
manner as to bring no strain upon the insulated wire. 
‘rhe shore boat being anchored keeps the torpedo beside 
it while the other boat is rowed leisurely towards the 
doomed ship. Approaching the vessel a circuit is made. 
and when nearly opposite her bow or stern a few small 
weights are attached to ensure the sufficient sin of 
the wire; such weighting of the wire could even be done 
beforehand if thought desirable. As this boat passes 
around the ship it excites no suspicion-.from the watch 
on deck—even in daylight nothing suspicious or unusual 
would be observed as the wire passes silently under the 
water through the bottom of the boat. Having passed 
out of sight in the dark and to a sufficient distance, the 
anchor is dropped at a point which brings the ship di- 
rectly between it and the distant torpedo. When the 
torpedo begins to move the man in charge knows that 
it is being pulled towards the other boat; he tightens his 
own line sufficiently to keep the torpedo in its course and 
to counteract any unfavorable effect of the tide, which 
would naturally be chosen near flood or ebb or exactly 
at that time if the vessel were anchored both bow and 
stern. - 

When the torpedo—absolutely invisible at night—ap- 
proaches near the ship the downward pull of the towing 
wire, which sses under the keel, will naturally sub- 
merge it so that it will not, probably, touch the side of 
the ship until it is fairly near the bilge. The length of

©, and when the latter finally touches the keel the 
increased or complete resistance proves that its nose Ne 
jecting prongs may be provided) is lodged there. he 
man cuts the wires in his hands, attaches each to the 
pole of the little battery in his lap, moves the switch and 
the terrible work is done. The reels and covers and the 
battery are thrown overboard and the’ boats are more 
innocent looking than ever. 

A second boat may be dispensed with by a man stand- 
ing on shore to pay out the line when the conditions 
would ‘seem to justify it.

NAVAL OFFICERS’ PATENTS. 


The measure before Congress relative to patents ob- 
tained by Naval officers provides that the Secretary of 
the Navy may use the inventions patented, prohibits 
him from contracting or paying for the use and relegates 
the patentee to the Court of Claims for compensation. 

The constitution of the United States empowers Con- 
gress to promote the progress of science and useful arts 
by securing for limited times to inventors the exclusive 
right to their respective discoveries. It does not ex- 
cept Naval officers. Furthermore a patent is not a re- 
ward to an inventor but a contract between the patentee 
and the people of the United States. And the consti- 
tution again does not except Naval officers from the 
protection afforded by its prohibition against the mak- 
ing of laws impairing the obligation of contracts. As 
not only Naval officers but their assignees are affected 
and as a large amount of capital is already invested in 
these patents, it is altogether probable that the consti- 
tutionality of the measure if it becomes law will be at 
once tested in the courts. 

There are, however, a multiplicity of chfoctions, based 
on good morals, common sense, and - ic policy. The 
Navy Department is already physically able to appro- 
priate inventions patented to anybody without making 
contracts with the patentees or otherwise obtaining their 
consent, and in some instances has not hesitated to do 
so; and as the Government of the United States can- 
not be enjoined the remedy is by suit in the Court of 
Claims. s a Naval officer in common with all other 
citizens may have recourse to this proceeding, the act 
will give him no new means of redress, nor any advan- 
tage over the private individual except that he may 
have his suit expedited if cireumstances will permit. On 
the other hand, he, with his legal representatives is 

ractically put into the wey oe of idiots, infants and 
unatics in that he is denied the right to make contracts 
gente his.own property, with the rest of his fellow 
citizens, if he seek to do so through their representative, 
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,of-the Navy. This is a peculiar state of 
herein geave of their servants— 


u Re Se him. In the old Peter Funk 
auctions which to infest the Bowery in New York 
it was a common game to sell to the verdant hayseed a 
real gold watch for five dollars, and then pick his pocket 
of it ore he left the room. it is singular in what dif- 
ferent guises, history apparently repeats itself. 

There are only certain ways of getting the patented in- 
ventions of Naval officers. Either the Secretary must 
buy them from the manufacturers in open market, or 
else, he must contract with outside private parties to 
make them for him, or else construct them in the Gov- 
ernment factories. The first necessarily involves con- 
tract with the patentee or his legal representatives, 
which is prohibited. The second does not vent the 
patentee from enforcing his patent in the ordinary courts 
against private parties, who would certainly consider 
that danger in fixing their profits. The third plan im- 
ports the embarking of the Government in the manufac- 
ture of ‘an indefinite variety of devices for which it has 
now no facilities, and cannot get them without heavy 
expenditure. How would phan hy 

ut the measure Srontty ects no one but the Naval! 
officer. Why? Because, it says, he has omyes “facili- 
ties in origina » working out and perfectin 
vention by reason of his official position.” his is a 
curious revelation of ignorance and mental confusion. 
Since when did genius become a product of environ- 
ment? Since when did the God-given faculty of inven- 
tion “originate” in a human brain by reason of “facil- 
ities?” Inventors, like greta, are born—not made. You 
can no more produce a Franklin or a Watt by setting a 
man to work all his life at lightning rods or steam en- 
gines than you can make a Shakespeare by setting him 
to compile a dictionary. The “facilities” or “official po- 
sition have no more to do with a man’s original ¢re- 
ative genius, whether he be Naval officer or Senator 
than the color of.the coat on his back. His inventive 
faculty—if it already exists—can be stimulated by put- 
ting him where he can see what needs are to be met 
and what obstacles are to be overcome. But that is 
merely to tell him what the problem is—not to make him 
solve it. Material to work upon and tools may be pro- 
vided and education may lead him to a better under- 
standing of necessities, a better trained judgment, and 
a better manipulative skill than have most people, but 
not all the tools and all the education in Christendom, 
unless he has the inventive brain, will make him invent. 
We might as well expect a university to bear children. 

Furthermore, it is not in return for such attainments 
as he acquires through “facilities” provided that the 
United States gives a patent—either to the Naval officer 
or to anybody else. e demand of him, as of every one, 
invention that is new and vy = ae crossing of a 
guif by means that cannot be deduced before the event 
from what we have taught him. We can put up all 
the finger posts we like on the brink, but they Fon't make 
the bridge. We merely point—he gets over. 

.Where then do our education and our “facilities” 
give us a shadow of claim to impose restriction on the 
right of the Naval officer, which by the very grant of the 
patent we admit is his own? 

the Secretary of the Navy doubts the validity of a 
Naval officer's patent, he can obtain and be guided by 
the opinion of special counsel in the same way as private 
citizens are guided. The Government has repeatedly 
taken this course, as witness the telephone cases and the 
litigations over the quick fire gun. As for the “facilities 
for working out and perfecting his invention” the Naval 
officer has not the power to compel the Government to 

rovide them. It can refuse to do so and leave him to 

nd them himself; or if it is willing to provide them it 
can make terms for the use of any subsequently patent- 
ed device, a condition precedent to affording him the de- 
sired assistance. But that is very different from_vio- 
lating its patent contract, wherein it gives to the Naval 
officer an exclusive right. 

_In fact, this measure is not only an attack upon the 
Naval officers’ right but upon those of all patentees. The 
ng wes pe ff now granted is absolute for its term. 

© limitation of it during that term has ever been coun- 
tenanced. Every attempt to tax it, to compel actual 
working of the patented invention,. or to make the pat- 
entee yield something of what has been secured to him 
either directly or indirectly has been frustrated in Con- 
gress or by the courts. Now the onslaught is by way of 
class legislation. If one class of citizens may thus 
hampered—no matter to what extent—in its enjoyment 
of the patent right, then any other class may also be re- 
strict and to any extent. The principle is a most 
dangerous one to establish. It strikes indirectly at every 
patent—and on patents an overwhelming majority of the 
industries of this country now rest. 

All of this new a of ours is more or less of an ex- 
periment—not merely in the ships—but in the details of 
them. Is it the part of prudence to adopt any course 
likely to check the exercise of the very ingenuity which 
is to make the complicated features of these great ma- 
chines harmonious, and carry them to the betterments 
which is to give us the advantage over our enemies. The 
marvelous success of our patent system shows the value 
of incentive—and Naval officers are but human. It is 
not American guns and American armor which the for- 
can enemy fears, but American invention. It is the 
belief that no matter what he may produce the Yankee 
inventor has the ability to contrive something better. Is 
it wisdom to choke the stream of Naval invention at its 
most obvious fountain head?

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


NATIONAL GUARD FOR SERVICE. 

From all over the country comes reliable evidence that 
the National Guard of the various States are eager in 
case of war to become a part of the United States Army. 
The promptness with which the force has assembled in 
numerous instances and under trying conditions to pre- 
serve law and order, and the faithful and effective work 
the men have performed with one or two excep 
are matters of history. Although service out of the 
State and against trained forces will be vastly different 
from di ' with unorganized rioters, there is every 
reason to believe that the Guardsmen will be ready for 
any duty required if called upon. Those States that 
have been peor supplied with arms and uipments 
have remedied the defects as much as possible, but in 
a number of States there is still much to be done. 

The feature which has received some attention lately 
relates to the artillery field pieces, only a few States 
of which have been supplied with this necessary adjunct 
io successful military service. Of late years the States 
of New York, Illinois, Pennsylvania, Vermont, Utah and 
a few other States have been furnished with the new 
field artillery pieces used by the War Department in its 
service. The partment is prompt to accede to the re- 
quests of the militia organizations if their allotment of 
ihe annual sapereriqnen made by Congress is not ex- 
hausted; but in the absence of any money on hand to 
ihe eredit of the States no equipment of any character 
can be given them. 

The troops of New York, Pennsylvania, Massachu- 
setts, and several other States are ready to take the 
tield to-morrow, and the general Government could 
make good any deficiencies in arms, etc., existing in some 
of the other States. 

New York is particularly well equipped and at the 
present time has a supply of conical wall tents suffi- 
cient to shelter some 8,000 men. The Government has 
recently supplied this State with 14,000 improved Spring- 
field rifles and 900 carbines in exchange for the - 
ion rifles, together with something like a million rounds 
of .45 caliber ammunition, and the requisite number of 
woven cartridge belts. 

There are several thousand rifles still due the State 
from the general Government, The Medical Depart- 
ment is theroughly organized and all the troops have a 
supply of gray Army blankets, rubber ponchos, over- 
coats, mess kits, packs, canteens, etc. In addition to the 
grates for cooking in the field issued several years ago, 
Adjt. Gen. Tillinghast has contracted for Buzzacott mil- 
itary ovens and outfit for every command in the Guard 
of the State. In every particular the Guard was never 
so available for instant service as it is to-day. It would 
be wise, however, if some provision for reserve sup- 
plies of arms, clothing, accoutrements, etc., could be 
made. Despite the headlines in the “yellow journals” 
the National Guard is quietly pursuing the even tenor 
of its way, and the armories are about the only places 
where war talk is not heard. 

In connection with a possible call for troops from New 
York, it seems to us that it would be a very wise plan 
to inaugurate the State camp as usual this season. There 
has been some talk of discontinuing the camp on account 
of a deficiency in funds. The troops at camp this year 
could be given some lessons in field cooking, and erect- 
ing amd stowing tents in additien to usual duties, and 
could be as readily transported from camp for active 
service as anywhere. 

The Naval Militia of the several States would be of 
value in harbor work, laying mines, signalling, etc., as 
they are generally a highly intelligent and capable body 
of men.

NATIONAL GUARD IN FIELD MANEUVERS. 
“Harper's Monthly” for March, 1898, among other 
excellent features, has a very interesting article entitled 
“An American Army Maneuver.” The article is based 
on the review at Van Cortlandt Park, in October, 1897, 
of the ist Brigade of New York, which was then com- 
manded by Gen. Louis Fitzgerald, and mumbered some 
5,000 officers aud men. The author, Mr. Franklin Mat- 
thews, in concluding his article, says: “Although the 
day’s maneuvers, in size, could not compared to the 
at sham battles that take place in Hngland, France, 
rmany, and elsewhere, military critics did not hesi- 
tate to assert that they would bear favorable compari- 
son with those displays in the thoroughness of the work. 
The spectators probably saw as much as spectators can 
see from any given place in the great contests that take 
place in Euro where the forces engaged number as 
many as 150, instead of 5,000 men, To those who 
participated in the fighting it was just'as real, just as 
vivid, as though twenty-five times the number of men 
were taking part. The great lesson in this battle in 
Van Cortlandt Park was the visual proof that if the 
large body of active military reserves which exists in 
the various States should be called upon to do battle 
for the country, to preserve national existence, or to 
assert national honor, the men would go about that sol- 
emn duty in a way that would dignify the calling of a 
soldier and appeal to the confidence and pride of the 
. It was well, therefore, that General Fitzgerald 
permitted part of the battle to become something of a 
spectacle. In truth, it may be said of the National 
Geard of New York State, and undoubtedly of the mil- 
co \.. other States, that in no sense are they holiday 
soldiers.” 


ILLINOIS. 

In common with the rest of the Illinois National 
Guard, the 1st Regt., Col. H. L. Turner, has put itself 
in order for possible active service. Its twelve compa- 
nies are all recruited to nearly full strength, and in case 
of need it will be filled to 1,200 men. It is stated on 
excellent authority that three other regiments are practi- 
cally organized from veteran men and officers of the com- 
mand, which would be ready for the field in short order. 
Co, M, Capt. B. H. Switzer, entertained Co. D, 1st Min- 
nesota Infantry, on the 25th ult. The visitors arrived 
that morning from St. Paul, and were escorted to the 
armory of the Ist by Co. M. The half battalion marched 
through the business district of Chicago en route to the 
armory, and created great popular excitement. Many 
spectators thought that war had been declared, and 
shouts of “Hurrah for Uncle Sam” and “Down with 
Spain” were ently to be heard. At the 16th street 
armory a reception was held for the visitors, and both 
commands drilled. Twenty-four men each from the 1st, 2d 
and 7th infaatries also entered an individual drill for a 
silver cup, one to each regiment. The winners were 
Sergt. R. Y. Wallace, M, 2d; Sergt. M. J. Downey, D, 
7th, and Corpl. C. L. Thompson, G, ist. On the 26th 
the guests were entertained by a banquet at the Leland 
Hotel, and left for their home station early on the 27th. 
Capt. E. 8. Bean, Ist Inf., M. N. G., is the ranking 
captain of his State, having been commissioned in June, 
1881. Illinois has but one line officer senior to him, Capt. 
S. R. Blanchard, 3d Inf., who ranks from April. 1881. The 
Minnesota lieutenants were C. BE. Metz and L. M. Mer- 
rill. Col. Montford, Lieut. Col. Price, Maj. Ames and 
Capt. Hart, of the M. N. G., and Lieut. F’. B. McCoy, 
8d U. 8. Inf., were also with the command. 

While patriotism is being distributed plentifully at 
every street corner in Chicago, no practical patriots have 
come forward to give the 3d Battalion of the 2d Infantry 
(Companies T, K, L and M), Maj. Purinton, and Battery 
D, 1st Artillery, a suitable armory. The infantry have 
been temporarily accommodated by the 1st and 2d Bat- 
talions at Washington and Cortis streets, but the bat- 
tery has been compelled to sent its guns and equipments 
to Springfield for storage. Capt. Austin thinks, how- 
ever, that the veteran organization will soon be provided 
for. It, however, strikingly illustrates the fact that 
when it comes to providing money for military purposes,

NATIONAL GUARD ITEMS. 

The annua! inspection and muster of the 47th Regi- 
ment, New York, Col. Eddy, will take place Wednes- 
day evening, March 23,

Maj. Gen. Chas. F. Roe, of New York, will review 
the 7ist Regiment Tuesday evening, March 29, at the 
armory. 

The 47th New York, Col. Eddy, intend to visit Balti- 
more, Md., the latter part of April next as the guests of 
the 4th Regiment, and arrangements are now being 
considered, 

Co, E, 23d New York, is below the minimum, which 
is 48 otticers and men and is liable to disbandment. Co. 
EK has no permanent commissioned officers and its ag- 
regu oe membership at annual muster a few days since 
was 32. 

Brig. Gen, Geo. Moore Smith, of the 5th Brigade, New 
York, has established headquarters at 34th street and 
Park avenue, and Mondays are designated as “Head- 
quarters Nights.” Capt. Thomas J. O’Donohue, Q. M., 
69th Regt., has been detailed for duty on the staff of the 
Brigade Commander as Acting Aide-de-Camp. The fol- 
lowing board is appointed for the examination of_per- 
sons elected as officers in the brigade: Lieut. Col. Wal- 
lace A. Downs, 71st Regt., president; wal. Henry D. 
Ridabock, 8th Regt.; Capt. George B. Rhoads, 7th Regt. 

The 10th Battalion of Albany, N. Y., in command of 
Maj. H. C. Stacpole, was reviewed by Adjt. Gen. Til- 
linghast on the evening of March 9, and made a fine 
display. The Generals rsonal staff included pag. 
James H. Lloyd of the 21st Sep. Co.; Capt. Wait H. 
Stillman of the 6th; Capt. John P. Treanor of the 12th; 
Lieut. Wheeler of the 3d Signal Corps of Albany. 

Lieut. Col. Robt. W. Leonard, of the 12th New York. 
Brevet Lieutenant Colonel of U. S. Volunteers, was 
unanimously elected Colonel of the regiment on March 
15, vice Butt promoted Brigadier General. Col. Leonard 
is an officer of long experience which began as a private 
in Co. B, 7th, May 7, 1860. From Sept. 15, 1 until 
Feb. 5, 1864, he served as Adjutant, and also as Major 
of the 162d New York Volunteers. Since that time he 
has served as Adjutant and Major of the 4th Regiment, 
Commissary of the 7th Regiment, and Major in the Cav- 
alry Brigade, and Lieutenant Colonel of the same, As- 
sistant Adjutant General of the Ist Brigade, Major and 
Lieutenant Colonel of the 12th Regiment. e is a 
member of the Union Club and several others and is 
eminently fitted to be at the head of the 12th. 





The Navigation Bureau of the Navy Department is 
receiving reports of the results of the efforts making at 
the various recruiting stations to obtafh men for the 
Navy. 'wenty boys have been received on board the re- 
ceiving ship Wabash at Boston, and thirty will be en- 
listed in a day or two. All will be transferred to the 
training station at Newport. Owing to the limited ac- 
commodations there, however, the Department has not 
been able to progress as rap ag Jt desires in enlisting 
boys. So far the Columbia is about 200 men short ‘of 
her quota of 402, but it is hoped that the necessary men, 
mostly firemen and coul passers, can be secured in the 
course of a few days. 


Gen. Miles made a_ hurried inspection of the forts 
guarding the eastern entrance to New York Harbor on 
Wednesday last, on Steamer Gen. Meigs. He visited 
Fort Slocum, David's Island, Fort Schuyler, and Wil- 
lets Point and stopped at Governors Island upon his re- 
turn. The troops were assembled at the posts visited 
and the usual honors tendered. Gen. Miles was pleased 
to find the men and material in a good state of prepara- 
tion for active operations. Gen. Miles also attended the 
Military Tournament at Madison Square Garden, and 
was accompanied by Capt. Michler and Capt. Mans, of 
his staff. 


On Saturday, March 19, bids will be opened by the 
Ordnance Department of the Army for the manufacture 
of about 0 seacoast gun carriages for 8-inch, 10-inch 
and 12-inch guns. The resources of the Army shops are 
now taxed to their utmost in hurrying: work on gun car- 
riages, and the private manufacturers are working under 
high pressure to finish the carriages now being manu- 
factured under contract. The greatest need of the De- 
partment at this time is gun carriages, the manufacture 
of which is necessarily slow, and work on which has for 
some time been much delayed. The Engineer Depart- 
ment has emplacements ready at several points, and the 
guns are also ready for mounting, the carriages only 
being lacking. 


Maj. Gen. Nelson A. Miles attended the annual ban- 
quet of the 2d Army Corps in Washington, D. C., on the 
evening of March 15, and in the course of an address 
said: “No nation has ever had so much to say against 
war, against the maintenance of a large army or against 
anything that might lead us into conflict, and no nation 
has had so much to say in favor of peace and arbitra- 
tion. No people are as anxious to maintain peace at 
home and abroad as the American people. We would 
not enter into any conflict without just provocation*pr a 
righteous cause. We are slow to take up our arms, but 
when the time does come I trust we will not be found 
slumbering. I hope there will be no war. I, as a soldier, 
trust that, if there is a war, there will be no Bull Runs 
to begin with, but an Appomattox. We will be pre- 
goed, so that the conflict should be short, shatp and 
decisive. 


Brig. Gen, Flagler, Chief of Ordnance of the Army. 
has rescinded the order issued by him a few days ago to 
Maj. Isaac Arnold, Jr., commanding Springfield Arsenal 
to increase the output of Krag-Jorgensen rifles to the 
fullest capacity of the Arsenal. The rush order was 
not countermanded on account of any change of policy 
on the part of the War Department regarding the contin- 
uation of emergency preparations, but merely because 
the present supply of Krag-Jorgensen rifles is sufficient 
for the prospective needs of the regular Army. There 
are now on hand about 50,000 of these rifles, which is 
nearly three times as many as are now in the hands of 
the regular troops. Since, in the event of an emergency 
the War Department will probably arm volunteer sol- 
diers with the latest improved Winchester rifle, caliber 
.30, it was decided that there was no necessity of in- 
creasing the output of Krag-Jorgensens. The Winches- 
ter Arms Co, is now running on a large contract for 
caliber .30 rifles. The Springfield Arsenal will continue 
to manufacture Krag-Jorgensens at the usual peace- 
basis rate of about 200 rifles and carbines per day. ‘The 
new Winchester rifle is favored for the use of the volun- 
teers on the ground that its use in inexperienced hands 
is more easily acquired than that of the Krag-Jorgensen. 


As its caliber is the same as that of the regular Army 
small arm, interchangeabie ammunition can be used. 





FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS—2D SESSION. 

The Senate on Monday passed the joint resolution to 
restore James Edward Palmer to the Navy, as a P. A. 
Engineer, with the rank of Lieutenant (J. G.), to take 
rank at the foot of his original class, next after P. A. 
Engr. A. 8. Halstead, Palmer having been honorably 
discharged by the operation of the act of Congress ap- 
proved Aug. 5, 1882. - . 

Senator Lodge proposes the following amendment to 
the Naval appropriation bill: ‘To enable the President 
to cause careful soundings to be made between Hono- 
lulu, in the Hawaiian Islands, and the Empire of Japan 
and Australia, for the purpose of determining the prac- 
ticability of the laying of a. telegraph cable between 
Hawaiian Islands and those points, $25,000, and the 
President is hereby authorized to direct the use of any 
vessel or vessels belonging to the United States in mak- 
ing such surveys.” f 

Senator Martin, from the Committee on Naval Af- 


fairs, has reported a bill to condemn 50 acres of land 
known as the Cedar Grove Property required at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard for a wet dock. 

The bill to enable Naval courts martial and courts 
of inquiry to secure the attendance and testimony of 
civilian witnesses was favorably reported in the Sen- 
ate Mareh 15. 

Mr. Chandlef has introduced a bill (S. 4122) to place 
Allen V. Reed, now a Captain on the retired list of the 
Navy, upon the active list with the rank and pay of a 
Commodore without interference with the list as other- 
wise constituted. 

Mr. Platt of New York has introduced a bill (S. 4130) 
to regulate the use of the United States flag and offi- 
cial publications of the United States. 

The Senate has decided not to adopt Senator Chand- 
ler’s resolution to inquire into the Jess of the Maine. In 
the course of the discussion en it Mr. Chandler said: 
“There is no law whatever authorizing Naval courts to 
compel the attendance of witnesses. There is authority 
given by the statute to Army courts to send for wit- 
nesses, but there are no sufficient supplementary pro- 
visions to enforce the right which is given to the Army 
courts. There should be a statute which shall provide 
that when a civilian witness refuses to attend an Army 
court or a Naval court proceedings may be instituted 
against him in the courts of law. That provision is ab- 
sent as to both kinds of courts, Army courts and Naval 
Courts. The Army has the declaration of its right in 
the statute, but the statute is destitute of any provisions 
for enforcing the right.” 

Mr. Allen responded: “As to the Senator's remarks 
that these courts are without the power to compel par- 
ties to testify when brought before them, it seems to 
me that is to be taken rather to the discredit of the 
Senate than otherwise. This Government is one hun- 
dred and twenty-six years old. We have had that time 
within which to provide by ample statute authority in 
every investigating committee to summon witnesses and 
punish them for a refusal to testify. If we neglect to do 
that, of course, we never can expect to get testimony.” 

The Committee on Military Affairs, to whom was re- 
ferred the bill (S. 1101) to pay. $3, tothe widow) of 
Charles S. Tripler, re¢omniend the passage of the Bh, 
and adopt as their own the report of the committee at 
the first session of the Fifty-fourth Congress (No. 458). 
The payment is in recognition of the service rendered by 
the late Surgeon General Tripler in preparing the man- 
ual for medical officers of the Army. 

Senator Perkins proposes ah amendment to the Naval 
Appropriation bill, appropriating $100,000 for the con- 
struction of a wharf and bulkhead for approach to the 
same on Yerba Buena Island (Goat Island), Cal. 

The Secretary of War has transmitted to Congress an 
estimate for $491,163.20 to meet the expense incurred by 
= addition of two new regiments of artillery to the 
Army. 

In reporting on the merits of the bill (S. 3207) author- 
izing the transfer of Surgeon John W. Ross, U. S. N., 
from the active to the retired list, not in the line of pro- 
motion, the Secretary of the Navy recommends the bill 
to favorable consideration, because the Surgeon Gerieral 
of the Navy states that Surgeon Ross, who has had a 
great deal of experience in treating yellow fever. ex- 
presses a willingness to be assigned to a station where 
it may appear. The committee accordingly recommend 
the passage of the bill, 

The Senate has passed the following bills: To transfer 
Hydrographic Office to Bureau of Equipment; to pay 
Paymr. Jas. E. Tolfree, U. S. N., $4,000 and his clerk, 
Charles Blake, $700, for losses by fire at Yokohama in 
1886; to provide a Naval battalion in the District of 
Columbia; appropriating $260, for gunboat to take 
the place of the U. S. S. Michigan; to refer to Court of 
Claims claim of Joshua Bishop for pay as Lieutenant 
Commander; for relief of sufferers by explosion of gun- 
cotton factory at Newport, R. I., in 1893. 

The House Military Committee at its session Friday 
consumed its time in the discussion of the War Depart- 
ment’s reorganization scheme. Representative Cox of- 
fered an amendment which was defeated, prohibiting the 
President from increasing the Army in time of domes- 
tic disturbance! The committee will hold another meet- 
ing Saturday and Chairman Hull is confident that at 
that meeting the committee will direct a favorable re- 
port to be made on the measur®. 

Secretary Alger has transmitted to Congress a letter 
by Surg. Gen. Sternberg, asking for an “increase of the 
Medical Corps of the Army which has become absolute- 
ly necessary in view of the fact of the authorization 
of additional artillery and that numerous smail posts 
are being garrisoned.” Attention is called to the searcity 
of medical officers. “If the corps could be increased by the 
addition of twenty-five Assistant Surgeons; Genern! 
Sternberg adds, “we would be able to supply the legiti- 
mete demands made upon it.” 

The Senate Military Committee has favorably report- 
of the bill of $35,000 for new construction_at Port Rus- 
sell. 

Representative Hillborn who has supported Chairman 
Boutelle in his fight against the Naval-personnel bill is 
suthority for the statement that the Roosevelt reorgan- 
ization bill will be inserted into the Naval apnropria- 
tion bill and favorably reported to the House. He said: 
“The press of the country is responsible for the de- 
termination of the committee to put aside its better 
judgment and permit this infamous measure to become 
Jaw. The only chance the bill has is to incorporate it in 
the Naval bill.” Mr. Boutelle while opposing the meas- 
ure notwithstanding the pressure brought to bear on 
him by the President »nd Secretary Long, will not take 
active steps to defeat it. Speaker Reed's influence has 
nlso been obtained in behalf of the bill. Secretary Long 
has written a strong letter to the committee, urging that 
the reorganizstion bill be tacked to the appropriation bill. 


‘The Naval Committee has decided to authorize three 


hattleshirs. six torpedo and six torpedo boat destroyers 
and dry docks recommended by Secretary Long. but it is 
still an open question whether the docks will be stone, 
timber or concrete.
